Bonheur is well, and for hours 
each day she paints and sketches. Some 
of her canvases go to England, some to 
America and some are kept in France, 
but she detests publicity and exhibits 
her work no longer. In & word, the 
great artist prefers quiet, and the mere 
dien ot seeing her name in print worries 

Some time ago I had the pleasure of 
meeting her at By, and she told me 
many interesting stories about herself 
and her works. Roea Bonheur believes 
that “Plowing in the Nivernais” and the 
"Horse Fair" are her best, her greatest 
works. 

‘The first,"said she,‘‘I finished in 1844, 
when only 22 years old, and today even 
Iam proud of that picture. To my fa- 
ther I owe my talent; he was my only 
professor, my only guide, and I now fol- 
low the advice he gave me forty years 
ago. We area family of artists, and all 
my sisters and brothers have been paint- 
ers or sculptors. My youth was spent 


-with-my brother Auguste, and in his 


company my days were passed in the 
fields representíng nature. I was obliged 
to dress as a man; do not think my male 
garb is the result of eccentricity or orig- 
inality. On the contrary, only in man's 
cress could I cross mountains and val- 
leys, study in slaughter houses and sta- 
bles, and talk with people whose lan- 
guage was not of the most refined na- 
ture. I began to exhibit in the Salon at 
a very early age. At i9Ihad two pic- 
tures of rabbits and goats, and until the 
war of 1870 I sent pictures every year.” 

Mlle. Bonheur told me a most interest- 
ing story of her protection when the 
Prussians occupied Fontainebleau. “I 
was too busy to leave my home, because I 
was painting ‘The Stag in the Forest,’ 
and my model lived in a corner of this 
park. The kronprinz gave orders for my 
protection, and after the truce he came 
with bis staff and asked that I receive 
him. My servant replied: *France is too 
unfortunate; Mlle. Bonheur cannot re- 
ceive German officers.’ The prince ex- 
cused me, but said he would like to see 
the My servant was instructed 
to say: ‘Mile. Bonbeur's pictures have not 
yet been seen by her own countrymen.' 
At last, finding that the prince would see 
something, the servant led him to the 
park and showed him my animals, among 
them the beautiful stag, that he praised 
and caressed.”

Could Not Agree on the Boundry Line. 

A special dispatch to The Sun from 
Heathsville, Va., Wednesday night, says: 
Gen.Joseph B.Seth who wasappointed by 
Gov. Jackson to represent Maryland in 
the settlement of the question of the 
boundary between Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, at Hog Island and near Hog Island 
flats, in the Potomac river, and W. A. 
Jones, representing Virginis, and Henry 
P. Whiting, of the United States coast 
survey, met at Cuan Wharf, Va., today. 
These three commissioners held a con- 
ference and decided to view the ground 
in dispute. The party left Coan Wharfon 
the steamer Governor McLane, which ran 
up the Potomac river to Ragged 
Point to view the head land be- 
tween that point and Smith Point 
and 
also to examine the Lewis reserva- 
tion, which is known as Hog Is- 
land fiats. The General Assembly of 
Virginia by an actof 1888 assumed the 
jurisdiction over a portion of Hog Island 
flats by declaring those flats open and 
eligible for planting oysters. Mr. C. R. 
Lewis, of Virginia, was the first applicant 
for these grounds, and these privileges 
weré granted to him at the usual rent of 
25 cents per acre, he to pay to the treasu- 
rer $800 for thirty-two hundred acres. A 
controversy arose between Maryland and 
Virginia as to the title to the ground, it 
being claimed that it was wholly in the 
territory of Maryland, and that the Vir- 
ginia Legislatare had no right to assume 
jurisdiction over it. The object of 
appointing these commissioners on 
the part of these two States was 
to settle the controversy by defining 
the dividing line ‘between the two 
States. Mr. Seth urged that the »Virgin- 
ia line was atlow-water mark as defin- 
ed by the award by Jeremiah S. Black 
and Geo. A. Jenkins, and there by the 
chart, which accompanied the report of 
the arbitrators and which wasa part of 
it. Mr. Jones, the Virginia commission- 
er, contended that the true line was 
from the low-water mark; that one head- 
land was below water mark and anoth- 
er on the Virginia shore without follow- 
ing the indentations of Day's creek, &c. 
He maintained that the line laid down 
affirmed the chart furnished by the Mary- 
land chart as far as it extended west of 
Smith’s Point, and was simply intended 
to indicate the generel direction of the 
line. It was thus spparent that shonld 
General Seth's views prevail there would 
be no necessity for running the line, On 
the contrary, in the event thatthe view 
taken by Mr. Jones was the correct one, 
the question at once arose as to what 
was the true definition ofthe word “head- 
line.^— The commissioners having thus 
failed to agree'as to what was the proper 
construction to be placed upon the award 
of Black and Jenkins, it wis impossible 
for the United States engineer, paid by 
the government for the purposé to run 
any line, and tbe commissioners report 
that they decline to extend any opinion 
as to the question in dispute under these 
circumstances. The conference adjourn- 
ed to meet in Baltimore on November 
13th next. 


A Mare and an Ox Fight to the Death. 

O. W. Hammond, of Cowan Station, 
Ky., turned. a fine blooded mare, valued 
at $500, and a large ox into the “same in- 
closure on Monday. The two animals 
bad been together several times before, 
but as soon as they entered the lot Tues- 
day they rushed at each other. Two or 
three farm hands were present and at- 
tempted to separate them, but narrowly 
escaped serious injury and failed in the 
endeavor. The mare kicked the ox in 
the side with both feet, nearly stunning 
him, but the latter recovered and gored 
the mare, two or three times. Both 
fought with the greatest fury. The mare 
both kicked and bit, tearing chunks of 
flesh from the ox with her sharp teeth, 
while she in turn was racked again and 
again by the ox’s sharp horns. Both 
were coyered with blood, but continued 
the battle as desperately as ever, despite 
sll the efforts of the men to separate 
them. At last the ox plunged his horn 
almost entirely through the thick part 
of the mare's neck. The blow was fatal, 
but as the mare staggered her weight 
broke the ox’s horn off short, and she 
fell and died with itin her body. The 
ox was so badly kicked and bitten that 
he died in the afternoon.

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The total enrollment for the year 
reached 4556 pupils, an íncresse of 94 
over the previous year, and an increase 
of over the total enrollment of ten years 
ago. The average enrollment for the 
year was 3418, the average attendance 
2258. The average attendance in the 
schools has incressed from year to vear 
in much greater proportion, than either 
the average or the total enrollment. 
During the year just closed the average 
attendance reached the gratifying fig- 
ures of 66 per cent. of the average enroll- 
ment, which was the largest in tbe past 
ten years. 'Thisis a good showing, in- 
deed, for schools in the rural dístricts, 
where mest of our schools are situated. 

This increased average „attendance 
may be accounted for in part by the 
mild winter, but this alone is not a suffi- 
cient explanation. Increased school 
facilities bave had much to do with 
bringing about these gratifying figures. 
The Board are doing all in their power 
to supply the county with comfortable 
school houses. The class of buildings 
that are being erected now, are well built 


| roomy, and susceptible of being well 


heated, lighted and properly ventilated. 
Without these comforts but little work 
can be done in the school room. We 
say frankly that we cannot give the pub- 
lic an equivalent for the mÓney expend- 
ed for teachers salaries and incidental 
expenses of schools, wHen the county is 
not properly supplied with school build- 
ings and other necessary comforta, aside 
from the danger incurred in attempting 
to occupy ill ventilated and improperly 


‘heated buildings. It is therefore pub- 


lic economy to supply every school dis- 
trict in the county as soon as it is practi- 
cable with a good substantial neat school 
building, that can be properly heated, 
lighted and ventilated, where such a one 
does not exist. The teachers are urged 
by the Board to see that school prem- 
ises are kept neat and cleanly, their 
rooms scoured and white-waslied as fre- 
quently as it is. needed and with the as- 
sistance of the local trustees to see that 
the Board's property is protected. No 
child should be permitted to attend 
school where the surroundings are not 
cleanly, neat and healthy. I desire to 
add in this connection that the school 
law places upon parents too, an obliga- 
tion in this matter. It requires that 
every child shall be decently clothed, 
that is, shall be clean, and neat in per- 
sonal appearance, before entering school, 
This is no hardship. Itis placing upon 
no mother an obligation which she can- 
not solve. Itis requiring of her what 
the public have a right to demand, and 
expect and if she is negligent in this she 
deserves to be told of it. We can never 
make our schools thoroughly popular 
with all classes, unless we adhere rigid- 
ly to this policy. The public schools of 
to-day are not eleemosynary institutions 
established and maintained for the paup- 
er and indigent classes, but for the pub- 
lic, that is, ail classes from which citizens 
of the State are expected to come. Sons 
of the millionaire and the daily laborer 
are seated at the same desk, drinking 
from the same fountain and out of thé 
same cup. If we expect to keep class 
schools out of our community snd out of 
the State we must rigidly observe these 
principles. The Board are doing all in 
their power, with their limited means, 
to comply with their part of the contract 
by providing comfortable and tasty build- 
ings and competent teachers. 

Another explanation for the increased 
average attendance in the schools is, 
that new schools have been established 
within the last few years, that brought 
many children within & reasonable dis- 
tance of school that were previously too 
far to attend regulariy. 

There has been expended for new 
school buildings within the last ten 
years, $18188,37, 11730 of which was ex- 
pended in the erection of two school 
buildings in Salisbury, one having been 
destroyed by fire in October, 1886. If 
the present building escapes fire it. will 
last at least 25 years, so that in making 
our estimates for school houses for many 
years to come we néed only provide for 
district school buildings. There has 
been expended on this class of buildings 
within the last ten years, $6,458.37, an 
average of $645. a year. This average 
yearly expenditure will not be sufficient 
for the next few years, as many of the 
buildings that were erected just after 
the county was formed, must now be re- 
placed with new ones. -$1000. a year 
will supply the county with three new 
houses a year and keep up necessary re- 
pairs. We therefore suggest that the 
sum of $1000. per year be levied for that 
purpose as has been done for the past 
two years. Schoolhonses can probably 
be built cheaper in this county than any 
other in the state. 

In 1880 the total number of teachers 
emploved in the county, was 70, with an 
average attendance of 28 pnpils per teach- 
er; during the year just closed the num- 
ber of teachers was 84, an increase of 14, 
with an average attendance of 27 pupils 
per teacher, thus showing tbat there 
was & reasonable demand for this in- 
crease in the number or laborers. Any 
one therefore can see af a glance that 
the Board’s expenses have materially in- 
creased with but little increased appro- 
priation from the county. The matter 
was met once by reducing teacher’s sal- 
aries, but a further reduction would be 
unwise. The commissioners will there- 
fore be compelled to continue tbe appro- 


priation of $7000, the amount levied this 
year.

“The Cliinate of tha Eaitera Shoe of Méry- 
land,” by €. W, Chancellor, xD. -~ 

The Eastern Shoreman has long been

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STRANGE CREATURES OF THE DEEP. 
Stories of Marines Froving That the Sea 
Serpert Is Not a Myth. 

Of late yeara there has been a growing 
tendency to place more credence than 
was at one time done in these tales of ses 
monsters appearing in untoward places 
and at inconvehieht times to seafaring 
men of much credulity. No doubt the 
stories of the sea serpent and the like 
were, many of them, proved to be little 
better, than ' yarns, spun for the 
amusement of greenhorns. . Sometimes 
they were shown to have been grossly 
perverted narrations, which, when strip- 
ped of their fictitious embroidery, shrank 
to very, prosaic dimensions; and not un- 
frequently what perfectly honest people 
believed and tried to make others be- 
lieve to be horrid monsters turned out to 
be bunches of seaweed, drift loga cov- 
ered with barnacles, ribbon fishes of no 
great sise, or even seals and basking 
sharks. Hence there has hgen a prone- 
ness to place all these stóries in the same 
category, and, perhaps for this very rea- 
son, sailors sensitive to ridicule have be- 
come rather chary of “logging” such 
uncommon subjects. At the same time, 
unless everything like evidence is to be 
dismissed as fable when it does not fit 
into the preconceived notions of the the- 
orist, it is idle to pretend that all these 

are due either to optical illusion 
or to deliberate fraud. 

Most of the men who have put their 
observations on record are notoriously of 
good character, keen eyesight and so 
long familiar with every appearance 
which the surface of the sea presents 
that it is simply shirking the question to 
suppose that they must have been de- 
ceived or were attempting to deceive oth- 
ers. In many instances an entire ship's 
crew saw the monster, and in not a few 
the witnesses have been well known mer- 
chant captains, or even the commanders 
of vessels in the royal navy. Thus Capt. 
Hope, of her majesty's ship Fly, saw, 
fifty years ago, in the Gulf of Californis, 
a creature not unlike an alligator, witha 
long neck and four paddles, which many 
zoologists of eminence have not hesitated 
to regard as an animal of the icthyosau- 
rus or pleiosaurus type, that may have 
surviyed from ancient times in the still 
unexplored depths of the ocean. Again, 
Capt. McQuahae, of her majesty’s ship 
Deedalus, saw^a snake like animal, which 
Richard Owen imagined ‘might have 
been a large sea elephant. But the eye 
witnesses, all of whom were well ac- 
quainted with the species in question, un- 
hesitatingly repudiated this hypothesis. 

Scarcely more mysterious is the story 
of the huge ‘‘snake” which the crew of 
the Pauline saw fourteen years ago, 
coiled twice round a sperm whale in the 
South Atlantic, and then, after towering 
up many feet in the air, dragging its 
prey to the bottom. Still more recently 
Capt. Pearson and Lieut. Hayne, of her 
majesty's yacht’ Osborne, officially re- 
ported seeing off the coast of Sicily a 
snake like animal! fully thirty feet in 
length, with tríangular fins rising fiveor 
six feet above the water, huge flippers 
which moved like those of a turtle, and 
a head six feet in length. This might 
possibly, as Dr. Andrew Wilson has sug- 
gested, have been a monstrous ribbon 
fish, though at the same time there were 
circumstances connected with its appear- 
ance which render this suggestion of 
doubtful value, Dr. Gunther, among 
other eminent ictbyologists, regarding 
the hypothesis as outof keeping with 
whatis known regarding the habits of 
the regalecus. 

Some of the “sea serpents” may, per- 
haps, have been simply basking sharks, 
the bones washed up on the shores of the 
Isle of Stronsay, in the Orkneys, and for 
a time thought to belong tosome such 
animal, being now assigned to a species 
df Selache. Great cuttle fishes are also 
accountable for some, of the "snakes" 
seen by mariners. Such; undeniably, 
-was the Kraken which Hans Egede fig- 
ures in his famous work op Greenland, 
and which. time and again has been 
noticed off the American shores of such 
dimensions as to be quite capable of 
dragging small vessels under "water, or 
fighting.an unequal battle with the stout- 
estmen, Every allowance. being made 
for the cuttle fish, the, shark, the ribbon 
fish, the floating seaweed, the school of 
porpoises, the flight of sea fowl and the 
like, there remain a number of well au- 
thenticated appearances which there is 
no accounting for in any such self com- 
placent fashion. We might, perhaps, 
dismiss the ''So-Orm" of Magnus and 
Pontoppiddan as marvels of an uncritical 
sge, though in all other matters these 
clerical historians were as circumstantial 
as bishops ought to be.—London Stand- 
ard,

enemy in one day single handed. “War 
ley's Wonders" says, speaking of Aure- 
lian: ‘‘When he was colonel of the Sixth 
legion, called 'Gallica,' at Mentz, he made 
strange havoc of the Franci, who over- 
ran all the country of Gaul, for he slew 
with his own hands 700 of them and sold 
800 at Portsale whom he himself had 
taken prisoners!" 

In the first century, A. D., among 
Pompey's soldiers was a Samnite named 
Tritanus, Tritanus was & sword fencer 
of wonderful ability, so expert in the use 
of his weapon that he did not know what 
it was to bo vanquished. The muscles 
and sinews on his arms and breast were 
piled up four or five inches in thickness, 
and, what was most remarkable, they 
ran both longitudinally and spirally. 

A son of Tritanus was even more wide- 
ly renowned for his great bodily strength 
than his father. A giant champion of 
Mithridates, whom Pompey's army had 
deposed as king of Pontus, sent & chal- 
lenge to Pompey that he could vanquish 
any two men ín his army. Pompey sent 
Tritanus, Jr., to answer the challenge. 
Tritanus would not strike the braggart 
with his clenched fist, but felled him 
with & blow of his open hand. Then 
catching the fallen giant with a single 
finger under the belt, he carried him a 
distance of five miles a prisoner to the 
camp of Pompey.—John W. Wright in 
Bt. Louis Republic. 


Sound at Long Distance. 

The distance at which the ear can dis- 
tinguish sound depends both upon the 
intensity of the sound, the medium 
through which it is transmitted and 
other causes, including the state of the 
afmosphere. In the Polar regions Sir 
John Franklin said he conversed with 
ease at a distance of more thana mile. 
Sound ‘has greater force in water. Col- 
ladon,.by experiments made in the Lake 
of Geneva, estimated that a bell sub- 
merged in the sea might be heard at a 
distance of more than 60 miles. Frank- 
lin asserts that he heard the striking 
together of two stones in the water half 
a mile away. The report of cannon 
travels very far, because it communi- 
cates a vibration to the soil. The can- 
nonade of Florence was heard beyond 
Leghorn, about. 56 miles off, and that 
of Genoa, 100 miles off. In 1762 the 
cannon of Mayence was heard at Tin- 
beck, a village 148 miles off. When the 
English landed in Egypt on one of their 

the was distinctly 
heard 180 miles off. In 1809 the boom- 
ing of the cannon in Heligoland reached 
Hanover, a distance of 157 miles. But 
the greatest distance at which artificial- 
ly produced sounds are known to have 
been heard was, on. Dec. 4, 1882, when 
the cannon at Antwerp were heard in 
the mountains, 870 miles 
distant. The noise produced by an in- 
tense eruption of Mount Cotopaxi, in 
South America, in 1744, was heard ata 
distance of 600 miles.—Brooklyn Eagle.

ROMANCE. OF! THÉ .SEARCH - FOR 
THEIR URKNOWN: LOCATION. 


were seen to swarm with fur seals, pass- 
ing north in the spring and south in the 
fall No seal way ever known to stop 
for so long as an hour on any part of the 
known Alaskan land. The natives pro- 
fessed absolute ignorance as to where 
the seals went ashore to breed." It was 
some land in the north, they said, but 
since the times of the earliest traditions 
among them,no Aleut had run the prow 
of his skin canoe upon the beach of that 
mysterious land, or set foot upon ita soil. 
In the south, too, said the natives, there 
was somewhere another land where the 
seals stayed during the winter. So north 
and south, as the sea otters grew more 
and more scarce, sailed every year more 
and more Russian vessels in search of 
the mysterious home of the seal But 
for many years the vessels came back to 
port as empty as when they went away, 
and no man saw the land where wealth 
lay in droves, waiting to be killed and 
skinned. 
PRIBYLOV'8 SEARCH. 

One day old Gerassim Pribylov, a mate 
serving at that time under one of the 
Russian companies, heard from a gray 
Imired Aleut at Oonalaska, a legend of 
the natives that concerned certain islands 
said to exist in Behring sea. Like the 
superstitious sailorman that he was, old 
Pribylov took stock in the ancient native 
legend, and next spring, in the littlesloop 
Bt. George, hesailed from Oonalaska into 
thefoggy northern sea. Seals swarmed 
about him as he went northward, but 
gradually they disappeared, and all sum- 
mer he sailed about over the cold waste 
of waters with never a seal in sight, let 
alone an island. In the fall when he 
sailed back to Oonalaska, seals by the 
hundred thousand frolicked under his 
vessel's keel, keeping him company south- 
ward. There was grit in the old man, 
and next spring he went north with the 
seals again, lost sight of them as before, 
sailed clear to the northern straits, and 
in the fall went back again with the 
frolicking seals, to be laughed at orsym- 
pathized with by hundreds of others who 
were just sailing away to search for the 
seal land of the south. 

Pribylov stuck to his idea with true Rus- 
sian stubbornness, however, and in the 
spring of 1786, for the third consecutive 
year, he staked his season’s work on the 
old native's legend and sailed out of 
Oonalaska to follow the seal to their mys- 
terious breeding ground. Fogs beset him 
for weeks at a time, and he had made 
slow progress, when one day in July, 
through the dense vapor, he heard a 
vague roaring and rumbling sound, a 
sound for which the ears of every sailor 
in those seas had been alert for many a 

ear. Guided by the roaring, which he 

ew for that of a seal rookery, he pres- 
ently saw a dark rocky mass arising out 
of the ocean and found himself plump up 
against an island of considerable size, 


along the shores of which in every dírec-| 


a he saw a million séals lying as close- 
„together assardinesinabox. He filled 
ship with skins and sailed back to 
Oonalaska, and, leaving a few men to 
guard the secret of hisisland of which he 
had taken possession in the name of Rus- 
sia; and which he had called St. George, 
after his vessel, he went on to the near- 
est Russian port to sell his cargo and fit 
out anew. - 
SUCCESS AT LAST. 

His secret was too great to keep, how- 
ever, and when, ín 1787, he again reach- 
ed Oonalaska, his men had all disap- 
peared and a dozen vessels hovered 
about waiting to set their sails after his 
when he started north. With him to sail 


'| ahead it was easy to find the island, the 


location of which thus became common 

TO . Thatsame summer some of 
bi lov's men discovered St. Paul's isl- 
and, seeing its peaks by chance on a 
bright day. The islands were named by 
Pribylov after Mr. Sulov, who was part 
owner and chief officer of the St. George, 
but the authorities changed this and 
gave Pribylov his merited fame by nam- 
ing the islands after him. They are 200 
miles from anywhere, Oonalaska, the 
mainland, and St. Matthew island being 
about that distance from them on the 
south, east and north respectively. They 
seem to be situated just where the warm 
Pacific currents meet the currents from 
the Arctic ocean, and the result is contin- 
uous dense fogs in the summer and an 
endleas storm of driving snow and fine 
ice all winter. It is almost impossible 
to leave the house from December until 
April every year. Itis the constant sum- 
mer fog that has drawn to the islands 
ever year for centuries if not for ages 
the millions of seal that inhabit for the 
vest of the year the warmer waters of 
the Central Pacific.—New York Sun. 


French Speaking New Yorkers. 

The. manager of a French circulating 
library in South Fifth avenue estimates 
the number of New Yorkers who read 
French at 500,000. This, of course, is an 
exaggeration, but the number must be 
very large. The French colony numbers 
20,000; half the Germans in town speak 
or read French; many of the Italians, 
Spaniards and Cubans do the same; most 
fashionable young women and hundreds 
of rich young men have learned the lan- 
guage with more or less fullness, and 
every per office in town has prob- 
ably half a dozen men who can read 
French. It is with French literature as 
with English; the older classics are little 
read, and even the best novelists, save 
those living and now at the height of 
their fame, are neglected. The South 
Fifth Avenue library, though in the 
heart of the French quarter, is chiefly 
patronized by English speaking persons. 
Many New Yorkers buy a French daily 
paper for the sake of improving them- 
seves in the language by reading half an 
hour each day. The facility thus ac- 
quired, and that with little or no aid 
from grammar or dictionary, is most 
surprising.—New York Cor. Pittsburg 
Post:

Paper in the Household, 

I do not propose to speak of the many 
useful and wondérful articles that are 
manufactured from paper, but merely 
of the valuable uses to which it can be 
put by the housekeeper Few house- 


keepers have time to black their stoves | 


every day. or even every week Many 
wash them ín either clear water or dish 
water This keeps them clean, but they 
look very brown. After a stove has been 
once thoroughly blacked, it can be kept 
looking perfectly well for a long time by 
rubbing it with paper every morniez 

If 1 occasionally find a spot of gravy 
or fruit juice that the paper will not 
take off, | rub it with a wet cloth but 
do not put on water enough to take off 
the blacking | find that rubbing with 
paper isa much nicer way of keeping 
the outside of my tea kettle, coffee pot 
and tea pot bright and clean than the old 
way of washing them in suds (The in- 
side of coffee and tea pots should bo 
rinsed in clear water and never in the 
dish water.) 

Rubbing with dry paper is also the 
best way of polishing knives, spoons and 
tinware after scouring This saves wet- 
ting the knife handles. [f a little flour 
be held on the paper in rubbing tinware 
and spoons, they shine like new silver 
For polishing windows, mirrors, lamp 
chimneys, etc.. | always use paper in 
preference toa dry cloth 

Preserves uid. pickles keep much bet 
ter if brown paper instead of a cloth is 
tied over the jar Canned fruit is not 
so apt to mold if a piece of writing pa- 
per, cut to fit the can. is laid directly on 
top of the fruit. 

Paper is much better to put under car- 
pet than straw It is warmer. thinner 
and makes less noise when one walks 
overit A fair carpet can be made &r 
a room that is not in constant use, by 
pasting several thicknesses of newspa- 
peron the floor, over them a layer of 
wall paper, and giving it a coat of var- 
nish. In cold weather l have often 
placed newspaper between my bed 
quilts, knowing that two thicknesses of 
paper.are as warm as a quilt. 

If it is necessary to step upon a chair, 
always lay a paper on it; this saves rub- 
bing the varnish.—Mary Johnson in 
New York Mail and Express.

Present and Old Ideas. 

Between London anid Edinburgh the 
greater part of the journey is done ata 
speed not exceeding 50 miles an hour;- 
the 150 miles between Grantham and 
King's Cross averages 54 miles for the 
whole journey, and some time ago the 
4:18 p. m. train from Grantham was 
timed to run 24 miles in 22 minutes, 
1 mile being done in 40 seconds, or at the 
rate of 74 miles an hour. Compare this 
with the anticipations of the last genera- 
tion. In 1825 The Quarterly Review, in 
an appreciative article on the proposed 
Woolwich railway, deprecated any wild 
estimates us to speed. ''We will back," 
ít said, “old Father Thames against 
the Woolwich railway for any sum. We 
trust that parliament will in all railways 
it may sanction limit the speed to 8 or 9 
miles an hour, which is as great as can 
be ventured on with safett.”—The Nine 
teenth Century. . 


Sometimes You Can't Always Tell.

Horses in Seotland, 1298. 

The original roll, which is said to have 
been kept at the herald's office, has disap- 
, and the earlier existing copy is 
only of the Sixteenth, and the latter of 
>the beginning of the Seventeenth cen- 
tury. The rollsof the horses illustrate 
the custom of recording the description 
and value of every horse employed in a 
campaign in order that, if it was killed, 
the owner might claim its price. The 
horses entered ín the rolls are described 
either as chargers, or hackneys, or as 
being of a Welsh breed, or else are dis- 
tinguished simply by color. The highest 
price at which a charger is assessed seems 
to be 70 marks, which, considering the 
purchasing power of money with respect 
to other articles, was certainly a large 
sum. William de Ferrers, who followed 
Lord Hugh le Despenser, had a black 
charger, assessed at that príce; but the 
average value of a good charger seems 
to have been about 60 marks. Some 
hackneys were valued as low as 5 marks, 
though 10 and 12 marks were the more 
usual prices; in a few cases, however, 24 
and even 80 marks are entered as the 
worthof hackneys. Pouncede Varese, for 
example, had “unum runcinum sorum 
bauzain (pied sorrel) precii xxr mar." 
The names of all the riders are given, 
and when a horse was slain the place 
and date of the loss were recorded in a 

marginal note. —The Saturday.Review.

Ali such facts clearly show that 
at the moment of dissolution important 
changes take place, reacting u the 
composition of the blood and the func- 
tions of the organs. — Medical Zeitung.

There are many things that the ancients 
knew which is lost to the world despite 
the fact that out bdiisted modern enter- 
ptíse fias tried hatd to FécUter the miss- 
ing link. The cheitilsta of old vom- 
pounded numerous drugs, to whith we 
are strangers, and in the industrial arta 
there are evidencea that in a variety of 
ocoupations they were more skillful than 
we are. 

In the letters of the Catholic priests 
who first visited China, which were 
published in France 200 years ago, they 
felate that they were shown a glass, 
tfatispifent arid colorless, which was 
filled with a liquid made by the Chitiees, 
which to the observers apptafed to be 
as clear as water. This liquid was 
poured into the glass; then, lookliig 
through it, it seemed to be filled with 
fishes. 

This was not Owing to any péculiarity 
of the fluid, but to the glass itself; The 
Chinese confessed that they did not 
make them, but that they were the 
plunder of some foreign conquest many 
centuries before. 

MYSTERY OF THE OX. 

The art of luminous painting was 
known to the Japanese 900 years ago, and 
an extract from ote of their old writers 
has been translated as follows: 

One 8u Ngoh maty years ago had a 
picture of an ox. Every day the ox left 
the picture frame to graze and returned 
to sleep within it at night. This picture 
came into the possession of the Emperor 
Tai Tsung of the Sung dynasty ruling 
from 976 to 998, who showed it to his 
courtiers and asked them for an expla 
nation, which none of them, however. 
could give. 

At last a certain Buddhist priest said 
that the Japanese found some nacreous 
substance within the flesh of a certain 
kínd of oyster they picked up when the 
rocks were bared at low tide, and that 
they ground this into color material and 
then painted pictures with it which were 
invisible by day and luminous by night. 

The secret simply was that during the 
day the figure of an ox was not visible 
and it was therefore said that it left the 
frame to go grazing. 

Many instances of remarkable me 
chanical ingenuity are related by vari- 
ous ancient anthors. [n the year 1578, 
the twentieth of Queen Elizabeth's reign, 
one Mark Scaliot, a blacksmith, made s 
lock consisting of eleven pieces of iron, 
steel and brass, with a hollow key in it, 
that altogether weighed but one grain of 
gold. He also made a gold chain, com- 
posed of forty-three links, which he fast 
ened tothe lock and key. In the pres 
ence of the queen he put the chain about 
the neck of a flea, which drew it with 
ease, after whioh he put the lock and 
key, flea and chain into a pair of scales, 
and they altogether weighed but one 
grain and a half. 

Myrmecides, an ancient carver, wat 
also so proficient in microscopic mechan 
ism that he made an ivory chariot witk 
four wheels, and as many harnéssed 
horses, in so small a compass that a fy 
might have hidden them all under it: 
wings. The same artisan made m ship 
with all her decke, masts, yards, rigging 
and sails, which took: up scarcely more 
room than the chariot. - 

The silver sphere, “a most noble and 
ingenious performance," which was 
sented to Sultan Solyman the Magath. 
cent by his imperial majesty Ferdinand, 
is mentioned by Paulus Jovíusesshowing 
and keeping time with. the metions of 
the celestial bodies in their various con- 
figurations.

Dinbetes Bread. 


In dietetic treatment of diabetes one of 
the greatest difficulties experienced is to 
provide for the patient suitable bread. 
That in,common use is, of course, for- 
bidden, for if eaten, even in moderation, 
it is scarcely possibile to effect a cure. 
Much of the diabetic bread on the mar- 
ket is very little, if any, better for the 
purpose than ordinary baker's bread. 
Many ways of making diabetic bread 
have been advised. A recent contribu- 
tion by Dr. O'Donnell is as follows: Six 
eggs are thoroughly beaten, and then 
a teaspoonful of baking powder, or its 
chemical equivalent, and a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of salt are added, and again 
theeggaare beaten. This mixture, poured 
into hot waffle irons smeared with but- 
ter, is baked in a very hot over. For 
variety, and to make these biscuits seem 
more like coarse bread, pulverized nuts 
of those permitted may be added. They 
may be eaten hot with butter and cheese, 
but will remain good for a long time and 
nobody would suspect that they were ùes- 
titute of flour.—Boston Herald. 


Logus Pictures. 

A leading critic has this to say regard- 
ing bogus pictures: The counterfeiting of 
pictures is so serious an evil, and so 
dangerous a fraud, extensively practiced 
as it is by dealers and clever musters of 
the technical detail of. art, that the peo- 
ple are likely to grow so suspicious that 
they will doubt the genuineness of all 
paintings unless they have actually seen 
them on the easels of the artists. The 
most distinguished names are those often- 
est counterfeited, and the fraud is most 
commonly practiced when the men are 
dead, as in the case of Corot and Diaz. 
If those two famous painters produced a 
fraction of all the pictures which have 
been sold as theirs within the last five or 
ten years, besides those known to be 
authentic, they must have wielded the 
brush with both fingers and toes, and 
Worked twenty-four hours a day without 
ceasing. The majority of our picture 
buyers, who buy most and pay the high- 
est prices, are governed in making their 
purchases by names merely.—Pittsburg

Painted in 859 A. D. 

A story comes from Japan of the re- 
covery of a picture painted over a thou- 
sand years ago (in 859 A. D.) by Kanao- 
ka, the father of Japanese pictorial art. 
It represents a figure about two feet 
high, every detail being finished with? 
the elaborate care lavished by the old; 
Japanese masters on their choicest 
wots According to s description in’ 
The Japan Mai) the only parts of the, 
body wete the face, arms and 
feet, but the lines and colorings of these 
portions plainly showed the hand of a 
great expert. ‘‘The flesh was firm, the 
contours were delicate, and the coloririg, 
though centuries had passed since the 
time of its application, remained mellow 
if not fresh. But it was in the treatment 
of the drapery that the artist had put 
forth his greatest strength. The folds 
bung with indescribable softness and 
fidelity to nature, and the splendid bro- 
cades of the priestly vestments were de- 
picted so inimitably that one felt inclined 
to caress the soft rich stuff." 

The picture in the course of ages passed 
into the hands of the famous artist Kanc 
Motonobu, and on his death in 1859 it 
was among the treasures he left behind, 
with.a certificate from him that it was 
the work of the great Kanaoka. What 


„happened to it after Motonobu's death iz 


not known, but quite recently it was 
found in a pawn shop in Tokio. It waz 
purchased by adealerand was offered 
for sale abroad, but efforts which were, 
made to prevent this remarkable work 
from going out of tlie country were suc 
cessful, and it was purchased by a 
wealthy Japanese merchant, who intends 
presenting it to the National museum. 
It has been suid by experts that the gen- 
uine works of Kanaoka now extant may 
be counted on the fingers of one hand, 
and that the whereabouts of each is well 
known. Dr. Anderson, in his recent 
work on Japanese pictorial arts, says of 
Kanaoka that “as a student of the works 
of the great Chinese masters of the Tang 
dynasty he most probably adopted theiz 
teaching, with unimportant modifica 
tions suggested by Corean example, and 
must hence be regarded as the apostle of 
an ancient and foreign art rather than 
the originator of a native school."—New 
York Times.

South, and to make him dictator of the 
party south of the Potomac river. This 
is a dream thathe has cherished since the 
day he entered the U.S. Senate. Bright, 
shrewd, politic, unscrupulous, drilled in 
ali the arts of practical politics, having an 


intimate knowledge of all classes of 


society from the very lowest, whence he 
came, he went into the campaign back- 
ed by the patronage of the administra- 
tion, furnished with more money than 
he could use, and assisted in his cam- 
paign by such men as Quay, Dudley aud 
Clarkson who contributed so potently to 
the election of Mr. Harrison a year ago. 
This is what the democratic party had 
to fight and what, be it said to her honor, 
the O!d Dominion has “turned down,” 
she hasjturned her face to the morning. 


—Election day “Was spent quietly 
throughout the county.

O'Donoghue of the Glens. 


Daniel O'Donoghue of the Glens, coun- 
ty Kerry, Ireland, commonly called 
“The O'Donoghue,” whose death was re- 
ported from London Monday, had a 
most curious career. He was the nep- 
hew of Daniel O'Connell, the great Irish 
liberator, and was about sixty-five years 
old, and at one time was the most popu- 
lar man in Ireland. Of fine physique, 
an eloquent speaker, he once had wide 
influence, but lately his course had been 
go erratic that he died without a con- 
stituency. When the third empire was 
in all its glory, and Napoleon was gather- 
ing around bim as much “glitter as could 
be brought, tnere suddenly appeared in 
Paris a young man of twenty-one, hand- 
some, gay, and apparently endowed with 
the purse of Fortunatus. The O'Don- 
ognue of the Glens, left fatherless in the 
year of his birth, had brought with him 
oneand twenty years’ accumulation of his 
mountain rents, and for a few weeks he 
vied with the Emperor himself in the 
grandeur of bis equipages, and with the 
most ambitious Russian serf-owner in the 
extravagance of his mode of life. Then, 
having spent £20,000, he turned his at- 
tention £o more serious life, but failed to 
prosper, and about 1870 was gazetted as 


| bankrupt, the same fate overtaking him 


again in 1881. 
To be an “0,” a “The” and a chieftain 


| of mythical ancestry did not suffice for 


such aman. Hesat in Parliament for 
Tipperary from 1857 to 1865, and then 
for Tralee from 1865 to 1885, but was 
forced to retire from public life, as he 
wa8 opposed to Mr. Parnell's policy. Up 
to 1879 he opposed the nationalist move- 
ment,but he then went over to the 
home-rulers and became an advocate of 
their views, and was one of the thirty- 
five irish members who were ejected 
from the House of Commons on Febru- 
ary 10, 1881, for obstructing business. 
Before the year was over, ‘however, he 
quarreled with the. Parnellites, and 
had since been in bad odor in homerule 
circles, 

He inherited a large fortune from his 
father, but spent it in fast living. The 
life interest în his Kerry and Cork es- 
tates was sold about twenty-five years 
ago for about ten years’ purchase. A 
national subscrption was started to pay 
off the incumbrances on the estate, but it 
did not realize much. He married the 
daughter of Sir John Ennis, a wealthy 
Doublin trader, and for many years had 
beenliving on his wife's fortune. 
son, who is about twenty-five years old 
will inherit the estates free of debt, 
whick are wortb about $15,000 a year.

The 
childrefi are then wiped down with tep- 
id water and allowed to lie on the floor 
naked, it sufficiently hot. and there they 
may remain all day. Toward evening, 
when the weather becomes cooler, their 
clothing is pat on. With this line of 
treatment the children have no diarrhea 
indigestions or any trouble during the 
summer. He is rarely called to see a 
case of acute diarrhea in infants during 
the summer.— Boston Herald.

The Export of Bird Seed. 

| Bird seed forms a considerable item in 

the export trade of some of the Moorish 

ports. Thns from Laraiche last year, in 

a total export valued at £60,780, the bird 

seed exported was valned at £5,970 and 

the quantity was 3,457 quarters. The 
vice-consn] at that port states that this 
seed is never sown spart by Moorish 
farmers, nor is any special attention paid 
to its cultivation. It is sown with wheat, 
and when reaped and threshed it is sep- 
arated by the country woinen in sieves. 

The reason. of this practice is that there 

is a general, ^uperstition among the Moors 

that in very wet seasons the wheat is in 
part converted into bird seed, and hence 
they sow the two together. :

SAMSON’S MODERN RIVAL. 


The Hercules Who Is Astonishing the Pub- 
Hie iu London. 

There are many Delilahs, but only one 
Samson, and he is performing at the 
Royal aquarium, London, at present, 
where his feata of strength are certainly 
of an original and marvelous character. 
The spectator, as he watches, feels that 
it is better to be friendly with sucha 
man. With a blow of his fist he breaks 
aniron chain that will bear a pressure 
of 8,000 pounds) With his two hands 
grasping ashort chain of 2,500 pounds 
ascertained he makes a momen- 
tary effort and pulls the iron chain to 
bits, and in what seems the most won- 
derful feat—namely, fastening two tight 
fron chain bracelets or armleta round his 
biceps—the spectator may view the pro- 
cess from beginning toend. One hears 
the strong man take a long breath, sees 
the muscles of his arm growing bigger 
and bigger, the cords of his neck swell- 
ing with the sustained effort, his face 
crimsoning, and then, in the silence, 
those nearest the stage can hear s curi- 
ous little sundering snap. It is the 
double chain armlet that has broken and 
that the next second falls ringing to the 
floor. When Samson's fist is clenched 
and he is ready tostrike the measure- 
ment of his upper arm round biceps and 
triceps is 19} inches, which, we may 
casually remark, is considered a tolera- 
ble waist {pe young lady. 

Among of his minor feats—if 
such displays can be called minor— 
Samson pr penny piece from one of 
his audience; and at one trial he bent it 
with his fingers, &s one may bend a rail- 
way ticket, beld it up to view for a 
second, and then deliberately broke it in 
half, and returned the pieces to the 
owner. A very little practice will con- 
vince amateurs of the hopelessness of 
breaking pennies with finger and thumb. 
The strong man next bent a four foot 
iron gas pipe round his neck, and cheer- 
fully straightened it again by repeated 
blows on the left arm, such arm being 
for the nonce a species of anvil.

Then there was a short, 
sharp struggle; the men held their ground 
fora brief space, were pulled together 
and the next moment thrust apart, and 
finally, swaying as they went, were car- 

| ried away by the intensity of one strain- 
ing man in their midst, 

Samson is a man of French origin, a 
native of Alsace-Lorraine., He comes to 
us from America, and this is his first ap- 
pearance in England. At 15 years of 
age he entered the Circus Ranz as an 
athlete and pulled against horses and 
elephants; at 18 he commenced to wrestle, 
and from that time to the present he-has 
left untried no means whereby he can 
maintain, train and develop his extraor- 
dinary strength.—Pall Mall Gazette.

-THE MAN WHO 8AID HE COULD 
WHIP-HIS WEIGHT IN WILDCATS. 
Ameodotes of the Famous Congressman 

| irom-tho Wild Woods of Tennesse 
Found in the Columns of an Old 
A j b i 
The celebration of the anniversary of 
the birth of Davy Crockett attracted pub- 
lic attention to one of the most remark- 
able men who ever lived in this state. 
Comparatively few of the present gener- 
ation are familiar with the characteris- 


tics of the famous Indian fighter, pioneer, 


hunter and member of congress. 

In looking through an old scrap book 
today I found several copies of The Ariel, 
a literary and critical gazette published 
in Philadelphia. The number of Jan. 
28, 1829, contains the following story of 
Davy Crockett, which may not prove un- 
interesting just at this time: 

Davy Crockett, a Tennessee member 
of congress. The facetious Mr. K., of 
Ohio, tells a good story in which this 
congressman from the wild woods of 
Tennessee figures as the hero. The 
reader will suppose Davy returned from 
the first session he had the honor of 
representing the people in congress. He 
is to suppose, further, that Davy has 
fallen in with a number of his constitu- 
ents at a raising, and is telling them of 
his visit to the president. 

DINNER AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

"The first thing I did," said Davy, 
"after I got to Washington was to go to 
the president's house. Think’s I, who's 
afraid? If I didn't I wish I may be shot. 
Says I, ‘Mr. Adams, Iam Mr. Crockett, 
from Tennessee.’ ‘So? says he; ‘how do 

ou do, Mr. Crockett? and he shook me 

y the hand, although he knowed I went 
the whole hog for Jackson. If I didn't 
Iwish I may be shot. Not only that, 
but he sent mea printed ticket to dine 
with him. I've got it in my pocket yet. 
If I haven't I wish I may be shot." 
(Here the: printed ticket was exhibited 
for the admiration of the whole com- 
pany.) "I went to dinner," said Davy, 
“and walked around the long table look- 
ing for something that I liked. At last 
I took my seat just beside a fat goose, 
and I helped myself to as much as I 
wanted. ButIhadn’t took three bites 
when I looked away up the table at a 
man called Tash (attache). He was talk- 
ing French to a woman on t’other side of 
the table. He dodged his head and she 
dodged hers, and they got to drinking 
wine across the table. If they didn't I 
wish I may be shot. But when I looked 
back again my plate was gone, goose 
and al. Sol jist cast my eyes down to 
t'other end of the table, and sure enough 
I seed a white man walking off with my 
plate. Says I, 'Helloo, mister; bring 
back my plate.’ He fetched it back ina 
hurry, as you may suppose, and when he 
set it down before me how do you think 
it was? Licked as clean as my hand, 
If it wasn’t I wish I may beshot. Says 
he, ‘What will you have, sir? And says 
I, ‘You may well say that after stealing 
my goose,’and he began to laugh. If he 
didn’t I wish I may be shot. Then says 
I, ‘Mister, laughif you please, but I don’t 
half like such tricks upon travelers. If 
I do I wish I may be shot.’ I then filled 
my plate with bacon and greens, and 
whenever I looked up or down the table 
I held my plate with my left hand. IfI 
didn't I wish I may be shot. When we 
were all done eating they cleared every- 
thing off the table and took away the 
table cloth, and what do you think?— 
there was another table cloth under it. 
If there wasn’t I wish I may be shot. 
Then Isaw aman coming along carry- 
ing a great glass thing with a glass han- 
dle below, full of little glass cups with 
something in them that looked good to 
eat. Says I, ‘Mister, bring that here.’ 
Thinks I, let’s taste ’em first. They were 
mighty sweet and good, and sol took 
six of ’em. If Ididn't I wish I may be 
shot.” 

HIS WAY OF ELECTIONEERING. 

The Ariel of Feb. 7, 1829, contains the 
following: “Thè Hon. David Crockett, 
member of congress from Tennessee, who 
has been made the hero of a most laugh- 
able story by a waggish Kentucky editor, 
has taken that matter so seriously to 
heart as to publish certificates of his con- 
duct on the occasion alluded to. Mr. 
Clark, of Kentucky, and Mr. Verplank, 
New York, have both certifled that his 
conduct at the president's house .‘was 
marked with the strictest propriety.' " 

We are told that Mr. Crockett is a sen- 
sible man, but suppose that it is true that 
he has something of the ‘half horse, half 
alligator” in his manners. The Middle- 
sex Gazette, noticing him in the follow- 
ing manner, gives something betwixt a 
caricature and a true picture of Mr. 
Crockett and a large portion of his con- 
stituents: 

“In some of the western states great 
muscular force is an indispensable re- 
quisite in a successful candidate for pub- 
lic favor. This Mr. Crockett—or, as he 
is familiarly termed, Davy—possessed in 
an extraordinary degree; and, while his 
competitor was telling the people of his 
great merits, Davy was giving practical 
evidence of his by grubbing up a stump 
which two ordinary men would have 
abandoned in despair. This striking de- 
monstration of statesmanlike qualities 
was irresistible to the yeomanry of Ten- 
nessee, and the election of our worthy 
Davy was by acclamation. 

“While on his way to Washington he 
assured hiscompanion that he could wade 
the Mississippi with a steamboat on his 
back, whip his weight in wildcats, and 
‘ride a streak of lightning bare backed.’ 
Davy is the man who proposed to whip 
all the animals ina menagerie, consist- 
ing of a lion, a parcel of monkeys and a 
zebra. On a gertain occasion he said he 
intended to speak in the house of repre- 
sentatives, for he saw no reason of being 
diffident, 3s he could flog any man in it." 

The fact that Davy produced evidence 
in refutation of the charges made against 
him by the “good Mr. K., of Ohio,” does 
not detract from the interest of the story. 
—Nashrille (Tenn.) American.

Part of Jearnalisn—Always on Guard

| ‘There are few persons that realize the 

| importance of a newspaper reporter to a 

| 


| 


community. He is pictured in the im- 
sgination of many as a happy-go-lucky 
sort. of a fellow, whose life is free from 

| care, and who never exerts himself until 

| some piece of news fairly envelops him 
and he is compelled to take cognizance 
of it. Others view him as a mysterious 
personage who thrives like the flowers 
of the field and the birds of the air, with- 
out any exertion on his part. But it je 
a great error to suppose that, like the 
flowers of the field and the birds of the 
air, he is nourished and protegted with- 
out earnest labor. 

There is not & busier 
the reporter. He is asn 
as a mortal being can be. 
where and delves into evi e 
day of the popular type of the ne per 
reporter is past. Years ago, before 
journalism was brought to a science, the 
local representative of the paper might 
have been a very indifferent and lazy 
sort of a fellow. Those were:the times 
before the public was edu to appre- 
ciate the valué and the in of news. 
But whatever he might hare then 
he is not so now. He is one of tite most 
systematic, the most ind 1 the 
brightest of workers. If he is not sys- 
tematic, not industrious, not bright, he 
is soon forced out of the ranks and his 
place taken by some one better fitted to 
honor it than the idler. 

The newspaper has evolved just as 
man has evolved and as society is evolv- 
ing every decade. What would the 
people of today do with the primitive 
journal issued by Benjamin Franklin 
from his Philadelphia office? They would 
throw it aside with impatience and dis- 
gust as unworthy of a moment's con- 
sideration. Today the people must have 
not only the news of the community in 
which they live, not only the news of 
their country, Sut the news of the entire 
world. / 

Who is it that does all the work for the 
reading public? Primarily, the reporter. 
The word “reporter” isa wider term than 
people conceive. It embraces every one 


than 


ES 


that contributes in any way to the news | 


columns of a paper. A letter writerisa 
reporter, provided he deals in his corré- 
spondence with current events, The dar- 
ing journalist who accompanies an army 
on its campaign and sends either vividly 

| graphic dispatches or letters is likewise 
areporter. The best work in a paper is 
done by the reporter, because by it there 
are the greater number of people enter- 
tained. 

The reporter is'a contemporaneous 
historian. It isin this capacity that he 
appears in his best light. Tacitus, Thucy- 
dides, Livy, Herodotus and Xenophon 
were nothing more nor less than report- 
ers. Cesar combined the reporter with 
the military chieftain. : 

The value of the reporter to his em- 
ployer is based not more on his ability 
than on his proper conduct. People like 
to meet a gentleman; they do not like to 
associate with a boor. True it is that a! 
polished manner without brains will not ' 
make á good reporter. True it is, also, 
that a man with brains and rough in bis 
manner may make a splendid reporter. 
But we meet the ideal reporter when a 
fine,sense of the proprieties and culture 
are combined, 

Reporters do much good for the morale 
ofa community. If there were no re 
porters to ferret out offenses against | 
publio virtue and the written law, there | 
might be more who would offend. The | 

presence of that vigilant, pidlespdri 
fellow who is always armed cap-a-p 
with pencil and paper is a wholesome | 
check upon those who would like to get 
their hands into the public crib and 
those who might be engaged in corrup- 
tion of various kinds if this sentinel 
were not ever on duty to watch their 
ingoings and outcomings. The man who 
is bent upon wrong doing is ever the 
first to decry the reporter. 

But without hope of great rewards, or 
fear of individual contumely, the reporter 
toils on, satisfied with the consciousness 
of work well done and well pleased if he 
pleases the patrons of his paper. Think 
how much a great newspaper is indebted 
to thestoiling reporter! He gets little 
glory himself. Allhislabor, all his genius, 
all his courage is absorbed into that great 

_impersonality—the daily paper—which 
cannot hear praise, or feel the glow that 
follows a well merited compliment. Once 
in awhile a reporter, by some stroke of 
enterprise, or by some line of work for 
which he is peculiarly fitted, makes a 
mark and a name for himself, But the 
others, and they are largely in the ma- 
jority, work on and do just as good work 
as the more lucky one and are little 
known outside of their circle. 

But, mark you! While the reporter ot 
today is a great improvement over the 
reporter of a quarter ofa century ago, he 
is destined to progress yet farther in the 
scale of perfection. The time is coming 
when he wil! be of more importance, 
even, than he is today. This is a blase 
and an eccentric age. The public de- 
mands more news and less opinions. It 
wants that news prepared in a spicy way. 
The newspaper reader is like the gour- 
met, whose palate needs highly seasoned 
food to make it acceptable, He wantsto 
know what is going on abouthim. He 
wants to read not only the actual news 
of the time, but gossip about himself and 
his friends. This is a vain age. There 
never wasa time when the personalities 
of society were given such attention. If 
the public did not relish such matter the 
papers would not give it to them. r

too seriously is shown. School vacations 


are longer, there are more holidays; in- |. 


creasing interest is shown in all kinds of 
athletio sports, and public sentiment has 
come to be so potent in this direction 
that the right of employes to a longer or 
shorter vacation is conceded by employ- 
ers in nearly every line of business. 

What was once the privilege of the 
well to do only is now exercised by the 
clerk and mechanic. The vacations of 
the latter are not as long as those of 
their wealthy employers, but their rights 
foa vacation and the necessity for one 
is quite as freely conceded. Indeed, so 
potent a force has this idea acquired in 
our day that it has begun to shape the 
dispensation of our charities. Fresh air 
funds and country week associations are 
being established in all populous centers 
to assist those to & summer outing who 
cannot afford to take one themselves. 

It is true the vacation principle is not 
as wisely applied as it might be, Too 
many people take fashionable or profes- 
sional vacations instead of natural and 
restful ones, They go where the other 
members of their set or circle go and do 
the things they do, when in most in- 
stances they would secure far more bene- 
fit by going to some other place and doing 
something quite different. But any sort 
of vacation that is not accompanied by 
downright dissipation is better than no 
vacation and will prove more or less 
beneficial All methods of spending the 
summer outing involve the relaxing of 
the bent bow and the change of occupa- 
tion which give restto the overstrained 
faculties. 

The impulse totake a rest from the 
monotonous treadmill life which most 
mortals are compelled tolesd being a 
natural one, people should study how to 
takeitin the most natural manner. In 
nothing should the conventional dictates 
of fashion be so little headed. The bent 
and instinct of each individual should be 
followed, in order that the mental facul- 
ties may be naturally and pleasantly em- 
ployed during the vacation. Those who 
are fond of fishing should fish; those 
who love mountain climbing should in- 
dulge their inclination; those who are 
fond of sea bathing should go to the sea- 
shore, and those who want to enjoy a 
few days or weeks of unadulterated lazi- 
ness should seek the quiet, out of the 
way place they can find for the purpose. 
In this respect there is wide room for 
improvement,and when men and wo- 
men learn to be natural, instead of con- 
ventional, they will get the most, instead 
of the least, out of their summer vaca- 
tion. 

The growing recognition of the need 
of a vacation from work is a healthy 
sign, even if the principle is not always 
as wisely applied as it might be. It 
shows not only that most people con- 
sider life worth living, but that they are 
gradually learning how to get the most 
out of it.—Philadelphia Times.

Oriental Saddles. 

In the matter of hard riding tne ses- 
soned and expert European will always 
beat the Oriental, for the latter is heavi- 
ly handicapped by the eastern saddle, 
which tires the horseman from the 
cramped position he is forced to main- 
tain; the stirrup leathers are so short 
that the knees of the rider are but three 
inches below the level of his waist, The 
eastern saddle has its advantages; the 
rider cannot be thrown, he can rise In 
the great shovel shaped stirrups, and, 
standing firm asa rock high above his 
saddle, can use his curved sword or 
spear with advantage, and can actually 
fire an effective shot over his horse's 
croup at a pursuer with gun or pistoL 

Thesword of the eastern horseman is 
curved and highly tempered; it is car- 
ried not at the rider's belt, but under the 
surcingle that binds the thin blanket 
that forms his bed at night down on his 

ed saddle. The reason why the 
riental horseman is hardly ever thrown 
is simply that the pommel of the saddle 
is furnished with a high peak, which is 
clutched in case of need; these high peaks 
are dangerous in the extreme.to a Euro- 
pean’sidea, but the Asiatic cannot ride 
without them, and among the wealthy 
they are lavishly ornamented with sil- 
ver, gold, énamels and valuable gems. 

The eastern saddle, giving a very firm 
seat as it does, enables the horseman to 
use his gun with good effect. Game is 
frequently shot from the saddle, and the 
antelope is usually hunted on horseback 
and shot. The great shovel shaped 
eastern stirrup forms a firm platform 
for the foot, and its pointed corner is 
used im lieu of the spur throughout Asia, 
Spurs are unknown in Centra] Asia, 
though the mention of the spur, the 
name of which still remains, is frequent 
in Persian poetry.—Good Words. 


The Counting Pelican. 

Houzeau de la Haie tells of a pelican 
living in a fisherman's family at Santo 
Domingo that was fed upon the refuse 
of the fish cleaning. Looking for its 
food, it went to the shore and waited Zor 
the boats to come back. The fishermen 
rested on Sunday, and the bird acquired 
so clear a notion of the return of that 
day, when it had to fast, that it would 
not stir from the tree on which it was

system of numeration to express larger 
numbers.—Popular Science Monthly.

Mr. Dougherty complained that Catho- 
™ lics in colonial times suffered the direst 
crnelties, and he said that the only re- 
ligions martyrs who ever stained tbis 
fair land with blood were Roman Catho- 
lics. This produced and electrical effect 
upon tbe audience, but the statement is 
neither fair nor true. The colonial age 
was one of persecution every where, ex- 
cept, perhaps, at Providence and St. 
Mary's, where -Catholicism was in the 
ascendency. There Protestarntism was 
driven to martyrdom, and rice versa. 
Nobody seeks in this age to defend the 
Inquisition, be itin Spain or Massachu- 
setts, and the world will never for one 
moment believe that the nerves of witch 
es, Baptist and Catholics were any more 
sensitive at Salem than those of Protest- 
ants in the Catholic strongholds of the 
Old World. 

This eloquent speaker further com- 
plained that the highest bonors of the 
republic are denied to those of the Rom- 


am faith by a prejudice which has all | 


the force of a constitutional enactment: 
This, again is not wholly true. Mary- 
land has already had a Catholic ‘govern- 
or. One of the singers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence was a Catholic, 
one of the jadges of the Supreme Court 
was a Catholic, and itcannot be shown 
that even a Presidential candidate was 
refused because he wasa Catholic. There 
might be objections raised against a can- 
didate, but they never have been. 

We sympathize with Mr. Dougherty's 
glowing tribute to the Catholic Columbus 
and the roval pair of Spain, All. honor, 
we say, to all of them, But it was not 
the Catholic Genoese, nor the train of 
infiuences emanating from Spain which 
did most for the New World. The his- 
tory of that movement is written upon 
the nations to the southward in Central 
and Soutb America. On the other hand, 
it was not the marvelous denial and pa- 
thetic beroism of the Jesuits which did 
most for North America. That history 
is still largely confined to the Dominion 
ofCanada. Butthe United States and 
the Constitution—this marvelous nation 
with its romantic story of progress and 
freedom—is not tbe child of Catholicism 
at all. Out ofthe thirteen original colonies 
one was Catholic and twelve were Pro- 
testant, and there was only one of the 
Roman faith to put his name to the in- 
strument which youchsafes religious 
freedom in all this: broad land to-day. 

We rejoice in the progress and glory of 
Catholicism 1n America, as we doin that 
of Protestantism, and in that of every in- 
strumentality which sets toward the 
moral benefit of the nation. But we be- 
lieve, most of all, in relegating each to its 
proper historical place in the general ad- 
vancement of the whole people. 


Mr. Bonner Buys Sunol. 


New Yonk, Nov. 11.—Mr. Robert Bon- 
ner has purchased the great 3-year-old 
Sunol from Governor Stanford of Cali- 
fornia. Sunol on Saturday lest trotted a 
mile in the unparalleled time, for a 3- 
year-old, of 2.103. Considering her age, 
Sunol's performance is regarded as the 
greatest ever made by a trotting horse. 
Mr. Bonner’s offer for Sunol was made 
and accepted by Governor Stanford be- 
fore she made this great performance. 
Sunol has also the fastest record ever 
made by a 2-year-old, she having trotted 
last year in 2.18. The grand dam of Sun- 
ol was by a thoroughbred horse, as were 
also the grand dams of Mand S. and Jay 
Eye See, thus showing that the three 
greatest trotters that the world bas yet 

` produced have thoroughbred blood. 

Maud S. has a record of 2081, Jay Eye 
See of 2.10, and Sunol of 2.10) as 3-year- 
olds. 

"I have purchased Sunol and pai! the 
highest price for her that I ever paid ror 
any horse," said Mr. Robert Bonner this 
evening. “I don’t want to say just how 
much I paid, but I will say this, I paid 
more for her than I ever paid for any 
horse, and I gave $40,000 to Mr. Vander- 
bilt for Maud S., $35,000 to Mr. Fawcett 
for Dexter, $35,000 to Mr, Simmons for 
Pocahontas, and $36,000 to Mr. Conkling 
for Rarus. That is as definite as I care 
to put the matter.” 


Colorado's Terrible Snow Storm. 


TziwiDAD, Cor, Nov. 12.—Various 
parties who spent 10 dsys in the snow 
blockade between Emery Gap and Fol- 
som, N. M., arrived ín this city yester- 
day. They report the suffering to man 
and animal fully as great as shown in 
former reports. Patrick Casey, engineer 
spent 11 dsysin making the run from 
Trinidad to Texline and return. For two 
days and nights he was without food. A 
delayed passenger train was cut off from 
the eating stations three days. They 
drew on the express company for food 
supplies. Laborers had to tap freight 
cars containing canned goods to get food. 
A sheep grower near the creek is report- 
ed to have loss 5,000 sheep from a flock 
of 8,000. Yesterday morking’s snow and 
wind blocked the cüts[sgsin and the 
passenger train due here from the sonth 
this forenoon is stuck in the snow.

More Conesraing Eels. 
Dinxirk, Mov., Nov. 11, 1889. 

Capt. Thos. W. H. White, Fruitland, Md. 

I have looked forward with considera- 
bleanxiety, to the report of the Fish 
Commission; not as regards the number 
of'shadéfawned' and placed in this river 
orthat, for T verily believe that the 
whole thing is a humbug, and the 
amount annoally appropriated in this 
direction by the Legislature,to be just so 
much money wasted and thrown away; 
but as to the results of the appropriation 
made at the Session of 1888, for the ex- 
termination ofeels in the Wicomico river, 
and I might here say that I have not at 
all been disappointed in that report. T 
expected as much; forit was well known, 
that as soon as your bill wasso amended 
as to draw its funds from thcse appro- 
priated to the Fish commission—it creat- 
ed a howl among them and many laughed 
and joked atthe redoubtable Comman- 
der ofthe Oyster Police Force on ac- 
count of certain clauses in your bill—ex- 
claiming “truly what a sight it will be to 
see the entire Oyster Police Force sitting 
on the railsof their vessels bobbin for 
eels.” - 

These seeming jokes were intended by 
the enemies of the Act to down you, 
still you were successful, and the more 
open enemies the Bill! has the more it 
will be investigated, and the more 
thoroughly the truth become under- 
stood. 

The mistake—as I told you at the 
time was, the placing of the appro- 
priation—(for aj trial) in the hands of 
parties antagonistic to the whole thing— 
and not in the hands of parties who 
were anxiousto make it a success; the 
former would throw obstacles in the way 
and would make: an extra effort to de- 
monstate the whole thinga farce and a 
failure—and be antagonistic to it if for 
no other reason, because it would be the 
means of drawing from their elegant 
leisure—a&fter their two months of spawn- 
Íng shad was over, to be called upon to 
Süperintend other duties. We wonder if 
Mr. Toadvine expected in two seasons to 
destroy all the eels which had accum- 
ulated in the waters of Wicomico for the 
last century—did he expect the eels to 
hie to some eel pot, anxious to be des- 
troyed to demonstrate the fact that 
Delegate White has right in his premises 
—instead, he says, that "there are more 
eels in the Wicomico river to day than 
when he began the work of extermina- 
tion.” Surely there are 70,000 less—un- 
lees he caught them and let them go 
again after paying for them, or others 


came from other waters anxious to be 


caught "before the appropriation gave 
out—and if the eels increased what was 
the necessity of the man going way over 
to Honga river to catch his 4000. As he 
says it was intended asan “experiment.” 
an initiatory step in a certain direction,a 
new departure—s reform (in the fish 


business)—it ran counter to the views- 


and adopted theories of the fish mag- 
nates—snd they did not want to see it 
succeed, and like all reform it meeta 
with opposition from old established 
ideas, bigotry and often the belief of in- 
dividual infallibility and self interest, 
Wendell Holmes, says: “The people 
oweaduty to all who come to them 
with the professed wish to do them good, 
asthere are always men enough whose 
selfishness leads them to misconstrue 
these motives, as it may sometimes re- 
quire years for a man tojyindicate himself 
and'secure confidence." And the Hon- 
orable Fish Commisgion, after a trial of 
two seasons would «eek to lessen that 
confidence of the feasibility of the plan to 
increase the supply of the fish by des- 
troying its enemies, over that of letting 
their enemies live (and eat) and the put- 
ing of enough fish in the waters to feed 
them and the people too. If Mr. Toad- 
vine does not demonstrate his ignorance 
‘of facts, he certainly seeks to draw large- 
ly on the faith of old fishermen,when he 
says that eels do not feed upon the 
spawn of the shad and the herring—tell 
that to the Legislature, don’t tell it to those 
who by the evidence of one of their sen- 
sesand by actual examination of the 
stomach of the eel from that they do. Let 
him take the spawn of a shad and 
place Phe same in water in reach of an 
eel and he will see for himself without 
the necessity of the examination of the 
stomach of the eel. For the $10,000 
which the Fish Commission receives 
they. may seek to stuff down the throat 
of the Legislature which appropriates a 
good deal, but never down the throat of 
an old fisherman, the belief that an eel 
which will attack a live shad or herring 
entangled in his net and feed upon his 
spawn ashe draws it from its living body; 
that that same eel will not feed npon that 
spawn when deposited by that fish in 
the process of nature, and within his 
reach. 

I still believe you are on the right 
track, and hope you will presevere “ifit 
take all your life.” Asan old fisherman 
I have seen the supply of fish in our 
waters decreasing year by year. AndI 
knew if the ratio of decrease continued 
like the ovsters in the waters of our bay 
and rivers, it was only the question of 
time when they would all be gone. And 
while all the time cognizant of the fact 
that there were some silent forces opera- 
tingof which I knew nothing, which 
was surely, if slowly destroying that 
ppon which so many ofour people in the 
State depended for food. Yet I must 
confess that you firat directed my thoughts 
to what I now believe the true cause. 
When you introduced your eel bill in the 
Legislature, and still believe it worthy of 
a fair and just trial. The Fish Commis- 
sion to the contrary notwithstanding, es- 
pecially when that belief is backed and 
sustained by some oftbeoldestand most 
experienced and intelligent fisherman 
among us I regret you are not again in 
the Legislature to defend your rivers 
but hope the mantle of your good inten- 
tionsand aims may fall npon some Elisha 
to perfect tbat which you initiated.

After living with Angelique Meadows 
forseveral years in the: Northwest Col- 
onel Fraser in 1801 returned to Canada 
and acquired the Seigniories of Temis- 
conata and Madawaska. Angelique fol- 
lowed bim to Quebec in 1803, and with 
her children lived ‘with him for some 
time at River du Loup, first in the man- 
or house which he himself occupied and 
later ina small lodge at some distance 
therefrom, built specially for her aecom- 
modation. Aged men who have testified 
for the claimant heard the late Colonel 
Fraser describe the ceremonial which at- 
tended his marriage in the Northwest 
with his Indian wife, the first Protestant 
missionaries to the Northwest having on- 
ly: reached these Indians in 1818. Fraser 
told how he saved his life by his mar- 
riage with Angelique, which he claimed 
was celebrated in accordance with the 
formalities practised by the Northwest 
Indians,

THWARTED IN HIS PURPOSE. 


The Vütianous Attempt ot Net. Schaum- 
loeffel to Seduce a Pretty Irish Maid. 


The Baltimore Weekly Gazette of last 
Saturday published the following sensa- 
tional story, in which Nicholas T. 
Schaumloeffel, a former Merchant Tailor 
of Salisbury, is the culpit : 

“Not quite a year ago, Nellie McKew- 
en, a pretty seventeen-year-old girl, land- 
ed in this city from Belfast, Ireland, and 
went to livé with her sister, Mrs. Coola- 
han, whose husband keeps a saloon at 
723 South Charlesstreet. Nellie was pret- 
ty, affable, and possessed of a fund of 
ready wit which soon made her a favor- 
ite wherever she went. Everyone loved 
and respected her. In herclear blue eyes 
could be read the innocence of her soul, 
while her frank* genial disposition clear- 
ly betokened her. nobility of character 
and kindly feelings toward all. For a 
time Nellie assisted her sister and brother 
in-law in the duties of the saloon and 
soon increased the business by the cour- 
teous manner in which she treated the 
patrons. One day about four months ago 
there came into the saloon a man of mid- 
dle age, dressed in the latest style. As 
hesipped a mint julip hechatted pleasant- 
ly and left after promising to call again.— 
He fulfilled his promise and became a 
regular patron of the place thereafter. 
By reason of. his attractive appearance 
and.genial disposition, he and Nellie be- 
came quite friendly and it was not long 
before the affable stranger, who gave his 
name as Nicholas T. Schaumloeffel, asked 
and received permission to call on her.— 
His yisits became quite frequent and du- 
ring the month of September the couple 
became engaged. He told her he was 
employed by Meyer, Reinhart &Co., 
wholesale clothiers, of Nos. 10 12 North 
Howard street, and was in receipt of a 
large salary. He promised to buy her a 
house and almost tarned her head with 
stories of the means at his command and 
of the generous manner in which he in- 
tended lavishing luxuries on her. The 
wedding day was set and Vellie was be- 
ginning to prepare-for the event, when a 
story came to her ears that almost dis- 
tracted her. It was to the effect that her 
intended husband had a wife and several 
children living in Salisbury, Md. When 
next he called she questioned him about 
tbe rumor, which he swore was false. 
He admitted that he had been married, 
but said his wife was dead. He also ac- 
knowledged a Mrs. Schaumloefel lived 
in Salisbury, but claimed she was his 
sister-in-law. 

The earnestness with which he pro- 
tested his innocence, caused Nellie to he- 
lieve his version of the affair and to apol- 
ogize for'having doubted him. -He made 
light of the matter and told her he did 
not blame her, that the only one at fault 
was tlie originator of the slanderous re- 
port. He continued to visit her as though 
nothing had happened. All this time 
the tongue of gossip continued to wag 
and in afew weeks Nellie and her in- 
tended husband were the principal topic 
of conversation. At last the scandal be- 
came so flagrant that Nellie, in spite of 
her confidence in Schaumloeffel, realized 
the truth of the old adage that where 
there is smoke there must be fire, and 
proceeded to inyestigate. Once more 
she questioned him and again he denied 
being a married man. Then, to avoid 
the unpleasant notoriety—the gossip 
among the neighbors—she left the house 
of her sister and went to live with . Mrs. 
Pierson, who conducts an oyster saloon, 
corner Light and Hill streets. Schaum- 
loeffel continued to visit her at Mrs. Pier- 
son's residence. He was well received 
and treated in a most cordial manner, 
until Mr. Sykes, who is Schaumloeffel's 
brother-in-law and who resides on Hill 

street, near Cbarles, called at Mrs. Pier- 
son's and informed Nellie that if she de- 
sired to preserve her good name, she 
must cease receiving visita from Schaum- 
loeffel as he was a married man and had 
a wife and children living. Nellie in- 
formed Mrs, Pierson the object of Mr- 
Syke's visit, and Mrs. Pierson agreed to 
assist in ferreting the matter to the bot- 
tom. She consulted Mrs. Coolahan and 
the latter on October 15th sent a note to 
the postmaster of Salisbury, requesting 
that if Mrs. Schaumloeffel, wife of Nicho- 
las Schaumloeffel, residelin that town, 
the letter be delivered to her. The let- 
ter stated that the writer desired to learn 
Mrs. Schaumloeffel's address as she had 
an important matter to communicate to 
her. A few days later Mrs. Coolahan re- 
ceived a reply written on a bill-head as 
follows : 
N. T. SCHAUMLOEFFEL, 
Merchant Tailor, 
: ‘Salisbury, Md. 

Mes. CooranaN.—Your note received, 
Iam the partv you are in search of. 
Please communicate with me as soon as 
possible. Very Respectfully. 

Lena SCHAUMLOEFFEL. 

Mrs. Coolahan gave the letter to Mrs. 
Pierson and next evening when Schaum- 
loeffel called, the letter was handed him 
and an explanation demanded. At first 
he appeared somewhat embarrased, but 
soon recovered his self possession and 
laughed heartily. 

“Why that's my sister-in-law,” he said. 

When asked how he accounted for the 
letter being written on a bill-head bear- 
his name, he denied tbat the letter “N” 
stood for his first name. He said he had 
a brother named Neal Schaumloeffel and 
that he had formerly been in business 
in Salisbury. 

"In order to settle all doubt in the 
matter," said he, “Pll give you a ticket 
to Mount Carmel Cemetery where you 
will see the grave of my wife.” Mrs. 
Pierson agreed to visit the cemetery and 
next day did so. She found the lot des- 
ignated and there, sure enough, was a 
grave. Inquiry, however, disclosed the 
fact that the body of a male child was 
buried there. She then returned home 
and reported to Nellie, who in turn call- 
ed Schaumloeffel to account. He still 
denied being married and offered to 
bring his sister-in-law tothis city to prove 
his assertion. On the evening of Octo- 
21st, a lady called at Mrs. Pierson's house 
and asked to see Nellie. She said her 
name was Lena Schaumloeffel and that 
she had come from Salisbury at the re- 
quest of her brother-in-law, Nicholas 
Schaumlo.ffel. She said her husband 
was Neal Schaumloeffel, a tailor, of Salis- 
bury. She denied most emphatically 
that Nicholas was married and said his 
wife had died some years before. The 
visit of the alleged sister-in-law, was 
taken as evidence of Schaumloeffel's in- 
nocence and he was once more allowed 
to cali om his betrothed. As soon as he 
resumed his visits the gossips began to 
talk and on Thursday of last week Nel- 
lie went to Salisbury.in company with 
Mr. Pierson. They visited Mrs. Schaum- 
loeffel and after asharp cross examina- 
tion, she broke down and confessed she 
was the wife of Nellie's intended hus- 
band.

As there was not enough ma- 
laria to go around, three took it all and 
thiity-three have been compelled to go a 
whole year without the blessing of a 
shake. "Grim Visage" malaria has at 
last “smoothed his wrinkled form and 
hung up his bruised arms for monu- 
ments.” The report of the State Board 
of Health shows the Maryland part of 
Salisbury District to be the purest from 
malaria and the most healthful part ofthe 
state. These facts go to show that Salis- 
bury District is the place where the very 
winds of Heaven bear healing balm from 
the gods, for the recovery of afflicted 
mortals.” . 

When it is remembered that the Salis- 
bury District extends from Wicomico 
county to Cape Charles, the above is cer- 
tainly a very remarkable showing for 
the Health Board.

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WHERE LADY FIREMEN FLOURISH. 


Enlisted in the Service to Give Other 
Women Courage. 

The lady members of the fire brigade 
in Paris, who are the Hong or Sa hour. 
are young English girls— Misses 
Mortimer, Nicholls, Pritchard 
and Jeffs—who have come over with the 
delegates of the English fire brigades. 
They are all Londoners. I had this 
evening a talk with the whole party. 

Maj. Heath told me that to Miss Mor- 
timer the honor was due of taking the 
first step. Mr. Louis suggested it to her, 
After a great fire he said to her that 
there was really no more danger in get- 
ting out of à high window than out of 
one on the first floor if there were nerve 
and a cool determination to hold on to 
the rope or ladder, The peril lay, he 
said, in flurry and want of pluck. Were 
some plucky girls to show women how 
easy it is to make descents from top 
windows, the victims from fire would 
not be somany. Miss Mortimer conse- 
quently tried. All the girls began with 
perilous descents, and were not trained 
gradually to make their plunges down 
life saving canvases. They have learned 
to go up ropes and ladders as well as 
down. 

While we talked the young ladies, who 
were in ordinary clothes, were reminded 
that they had very littl. time to dress 
fora soiree in the Aven 1e de Wagram, 
where the prefect of pol ^e and his fire 
brigade staff were to meet the congress. 
After the soiree they were to betaken 


to the El Dorado, where 600 places had, 


been engaged for the delegates of France 
and the foreign nations represented here. 
I remained to see them in their cos- 
tumes, and talked meanwhile with Maj. 
Heath. Hetold me that Mme. Carnot 
had invited the girls to Fontainebleau, 
and that the president at the general re- 
view on Sunday was to see them at 
work. Every one, he said, treated them 
with respect and, sympathy. The ob- 
jects of the firemen's congress were to 
make known the best means of prevent- 
ing and putting out fires, and to make 


- insurance companies bear a great part 


of the expense of keeping up efficient 
fire brigades, and provide for men 
maimed in trying to extinguish fires in 
insured houses. 

Resolutions to this effect having been 
carried, the young ladies came back 
dressed in their uniforms. They had 
red silk caps, dark blue short skirts, not 
descending below, the calf, soft leather 
boots, neat bogices. with broad brass 
buttons, and turned up with red at the 
neck and cuffs.—London News. 


The Trouble Nero Took. 

A useful exampgje of the proper care 
of the voice is to be found in a very un- 
expected quarter. The Emperor Nero, 
asis well known, believed himself to be 
a great artist, a notion of which those 
about were not likely to disabuse him. 
His dying words, “Qualis artifex pereo!" 
show that he hnd at least one feature of 
the artistic temperament. He sought 
fame by many paths, in poetry, fiddling, 
driving and other branches of the fine 
arts, to say nothing of his scientific ex- 
periments on the bodies of his nearest 
relations. The imperial virtuoso was 
particularly vain of his voice, which I 
can well imagine to have been soft and 
sweet, qualities which often enough ac- 
company a cruel nature. 

He was proportionately careful of so 
precious a possession His system is 
worth quoting. In addition to such gen- 
eral measures as attending to his liver, 
and abstaining from such fruits and 
other food as he fancied to be injurious 
to his voice, we are told that at night he 
used to lie on his back with a small plate 
of lead on his stomach. 

This was probably for the purpose of 
checking the tendency tó abdominal 
breathing, the less perfect way in respi- 
ration for singers. In order to spare his 
voice all unnecessary fatigue he gave up 
haranguing his troops and ceased even 
to address the senate. As in later times 
there were keepers of the king’s con- 
science, Nero gave his voice into the 
keeping of a phonascus. He spoke only 
in the presence of'this vocal director, 
whose duty it was to warn him when 
his tones became too loud, or when he 
seemed to be in danger of straining his 
voice. To the same functionary was in- 
trusted the formidable duty of checking 
the emperor’s eloquence when it became 
too impetuous; this he did by covering 
the imperial orators mouth with a nap- 
kin. It must have needed no small 
measure of courage to apply this effect- 
ual method of **closure" to the arch ty- 
rant of history when intoxicated with 
the exuberance of his own vocalization. 
—Contemporary Review, 


Art for Philistia. 

To begin with, art for the classin ques: 
tion meansoil painting and nothing else. 
Atthe great Philistine show there are 
rooms for water colors and sculpture, 
but these are never crowded, and the 
majority of the visitors are those who 
come to finda seat. Philistia, as a rule, 
is kind to its votary, and gives him what 
he wishes to look at—landscapes, with 
yellowy green trees and blue gray shad- 
ows, with packed up clouds and proper 
sized patches of sky thrown in between. 
In genre, the poor governess and the 
fisherman’s wife are safe cards. The 
Irish peasant:at one time was a great 
favorite, and it is still almost impossible 
tooverdo the market with the varying 
humors of babyhood and serio-comic 
animals. 

Portraits must be smooth and pinky— 
a little extra carnation thrown in for 
the ladies, and for the men guns, with 
flybooks lying about for territorial mag- 
nates or apocryphal sportsmen, while fot 
the frankly commercial the silver ink- 
stand and the crimson curtain are still 
valuable properties. Any departure 
from these canons is liable to cause the 
picture to be branded as outlandizr, or 
fanciful and new fangled; and works to 
which such epithets as these can be ap- 
plied are not often hung upon the walls 
of the upper middle class. But for sev- 
eral years there have been signs that 
Philistia is uneasy, and they point to 
open revolt within her very walls. 

Our middle class gazer, whether he 
will or not, has to look at landscape 
painted, apparently, in soot and water, 
with skies the color of the Thames at 
Poplar; at haggard faces staring out of 
dreary expanses of gray and dirty white 
by yay of genre, and at portraits in 
which the soot has again ‘been called in 
to denote ‘shadow and the whitening 
brush for the high light. The mind stag- 
gers in contemplating the result, should 
this revolt become a revolution; but 
Philistia will “probably ke wise in time, 
and not suffer the eccentricities of ge 
nius to check the cheerful flow of shil- 
lings at the turnstiles.—All the Year 
Round.

Goethe as Host. 

In his last years Goethe had become 
monosyllabic and serious and was also 
at times very forgetful. One afternoon 
a hussar from Weimar came riding rap- 
idly into Jena and drew bridle at the 
door of the professor. This hussar was 
the bearer of a note froni Goethe to Voigt. 
in which the doctor was pressingly in- 
vited to come to Goethe that same even- 
ing, and it was added that a carriage 
would come for Voigt in about an hour. 
Voigt naturally gladly obeyed the sum- 
mons and was driven to Weimar to wait 
upon the poet. Arrived at Goethe’s well 
known room Voigt found there, in ad- 
dition to Goethe himself, -Reimer, the 
poet's secretary; Eckermand, afterward 
the poet's Boswell, and one or two other 
men whose names are unrecorded. 

They were all sitting around a table 
and Goethe wore a green shade over his 
eyes. No one spoke a, word, but each 
man had before him a bottle of red wine. 
-Voigt wished to announce himself and 
to inquire what were his*excellency's 
commands, but Reimer whispered to him 
quietly: ‘Hush! Excellency is thinking.” 
Silence again settled down upon the 
party and the men sipped their wine 
noiselessly.

Some idea must have crossed the poet's 
mind which made him desirous of seeing 
and speaking with the professor, but the 
idea had vanished and left no trace. Bo 
that Voigt returned to Jena without hav- 
ing learned why he had been so suddenly 
and needlessly summoned to Weimar.— 
Athenzum.

THE FOLK LORE OF CATS. 


SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT PUSS RE- 
LIGIOUSLY HELD BY MANY. 


Some of the Peculiar Beliefs of Jack Tar. 
The Cat Used to Cure or Transfer Dis- 
ease—The Black Cat Sure to Bring Lov- 
ers to the Lassie. 


Cats have the reputation of being 
weatherwise, an old notion which has 
given rise to a most extensive folk lore. 
It is almost universally believed that 
good weather may be expected when the 
cat washes herself, but bad when she 
licks her coat Against the grain, or wash- 
es her face over her ear, or sits with her 
fail to the fire. As, too, the cat is sup- 
posed not only to have a good knowledge 
of the state of the weather, but a certain 
share in the arrangement of i£, it is con- 
sidered by sailors to be most unwise to 
provoke it. Hence they do not much 
like to see a cat on board at all, and when 
one happens to be more frisky than usual 
they have a popular saying that “the cat 
has got a gale of wind in her taiL" 

A charm often resorted to for raising 
a storm is to throw a cat overboard; but, 
according to a Hungarian proverb, as & 
cat does not die in water, its paws dis- 
turb the surface; hence the flaws on the 
‘surface of the water are nicknamed by 
jsailors ‘‘cat’s paws.” Inthe same way, 
also, a larger flurry of the water is a 
‘tcat’s skin;” and in some parts of Eng- 
land a popular name for the stormy 
northwest wind is the ‘‘cat’s nose.” 

l GERMAN SUPERSTITIONS, 

Among other items of weather lore as- 
sociated with the cat, there is a supersti- 
tion in Germany that, if it rains when 
womenj[have a large washing on hand, it 
is an infallible sign that they have a 
spite against them, owing to their not 
having treated these animals well. We 
may also compare the Dutch idea tbat a 
rainy wedding day results from the 
bride's not feeding hercat; whereas, in 
the valleys of the Tyrol, girls who are 
fond of cats are said always to marry

"WONDERFUL STRENGTH. 


Remarkable Muscular Feats of Men of 
Ancient and Modern Times. 


Venetianello, the Italian rope walker, 


|although a man of short stature, was 


celebrated throughout Europe as the 
strongest man of the Sixteenth century. 
He daily performed with a hard wood 
beam twenty feet long and a foot square. 
This beam was a heavy load for two men 
of average build, yet this Liliputian pro- 
digy would walk about. his exhibition 
grounds with it standing upon end on 
his shoulder, juggler fashion, and shift 
it from one shoulder to the other without 
the aid of his hands. 

Nicholas Klunher, another Sixteenth 
century athlete, living at Misnia, Thu- 
ring, brought from a cellar a cask or 
hogshead of wine containing 252 gallons, 
without the aid of pulleys or ropes, and 


afterwards deposited it in a wagon. 


George le Feur, the German *riter, 
mentions this extraordinary feat in his 
writing, ind even says that the affidavits 
ef persons who witnessed the removal of 
the cask were then extant, 

“I have seen a man,” says Mayolus, 
the Italian bishop, “in the town of Aste, 
wlio, in the presence of the Marquis of 
Pescara, handled a pillar of marble three 
fect long and one foot square, which he 
cast high in the air, then received it 
upon his arms, then threw it up again 
as easily as if it had been a cotton ball.” 

Cardan writes that he once saw a man 
dancing with two full grown men in his 
arms, and with one seated upon each 
shoulder and the fifth clinging’ around 
his neck. 

Hermann Maurice, count of Saxe, of 
whom Frederick the Great wrote: “I 
have seen the hero of France; a man of 
whom all the generals of Europe could 
| the art of war,” was a man re- 
nowned for many feats requiring great 
muscular strength. While waiting at 
the village smithy for his war horse to 
be shod, his favorite pastime was that 
of pulling horseshoes in two and twist- 
ing off large bars of iron. 

Leebelski, the author, who was at Con- 
stantinople during the celebration in 
honor of the birth of Mahomet, son of 
Amurath, the Turkish emperor, in 1581, 
saw a man who lifted with easg a beam 
of hewed wood three feet in diameter, 
and so long and heavy that ten men 
were unable to remove it from its resting 
place.

with nothing but his hands and a chain 
fastened in a large ring in the sideof the

carried six bushels of wheat and the 
miller, seated on top of the sacks, a dis- 
tance of 500 yards.

The total 
weight lifted in that sixty seconds 
amounted to 56,680 pounds, over twen- 
ty-eight tons. It is doubtful if this has 
ever been excelled. AU the above re- 
nrarkable facts have been placed on rec- 
ord.—John W. Wright'in St. Louis Re- 
public.

CRESTS AND MONOGRAMS. 


HOW ARMORIAL BEARINGS ARE SE- 
LECTED BY AMBITIOUS PEOPLE. 


A Trade of the French Quarter—Harness 
Ornaments Made After Designs in a Dic- 
tionary of Coats of Arms—Ornamental 
Devices in Gold, Silver and Other Metals. 


There are eight or ten shops in New 
York in which the trade of making me- 
tallic coats-of-arms, monograms, initial 
letters and the like is carried on. At 
least one of these is in the French quar- 
ter, a region that teems with curious 
trades and dainty artisans. When one 
wishes some metallic device to ornament 
his harness, for example, he goes to one 
of these shops to give his order. Perhaps 
he has, or thinks he has, a coat-of-arms. 
lf he is not thus provided in reality or 
imagination, he has but to turn to his 
own name in a dictionary of armorial 
bearings kept at the shop. Here are set 
down the names of all who here coats- 
of-arms in the British isles. 

FOUND IN THE BOOKS. 

Another book of plates shows just 
what each coat of arms looks like, and 
you can easily make choice. If your 
own name doesn't appear in the diction- 
ary you can choose the arms set down 
opposite some other name. Some per- 
sons improve upon the designs given in 
the book. If you have a diffidence about 
assuming arms that perhaps do not be- 
long to you, there is a book full of orna- 
mental monograms in various texts, and 
you may choose one of those. 

W. K. Vanderbilt usesa simple mono- 
gram on his harness, and the die is kept 
at the shop in the French quarter. His 
relative, Dr. Webb, uses an eagle with 
spread wings, and beneath it a crown. 
The late President Arthur's device was 
a flying dove. Gen, Grant's simple “U. 
S. G.” is still] on hand at the shop. 
Some one else may ask for a similar 
monogram some day. Winfield Scott, 
grandson of the famous general of that 
name, has for his device a stag's head. 

The making of these ornaments is a 
very pretty trade. They are fashioned 
of gold, silver, brass and nickel. Gold

If the ornament is for 
harness, little metallic pins have been let 
into the solder back, so that it may be 
fastened to thé leather. 

The cutting out of initials from solid 
metal is a different branch of the busi- 
ness. This involves engraving to give 
the surface an ornamental appearance, 
and electroplating with gold, silver or 
nickel, when it is not desired to make 
an expensive pin entirély out of costly 
metal. Those odd openwork pins with 
"Mamie," “Gertrude,” “Fanny” and 
other feminine names in ornamental let- 
ters are made thus. 

Thetrade is not easily learned. If a 
man would master it well he must first 
learn to draw Cleverly, so as to make 
designs. It usually requires several 
years to master this branch of the busi- 
ness. Then the workman must learn to 
make his own tools. In addition tothis, 
he must become a fairly skilled engraver 
or chaser. Then he must acquire the 
knack of doing all the other parts of the 
work with rapidity and precision. After 
a lifetime in the business the journey- 
man finds that there are things yet to be 
learned. It is becoming the fashion 
now for the work to be split up among 
three or four men, so that no one of 
them learns the whole trade. Two fairly 
skilled workmen can makean intricate 
device in six or eight hours. Saddlers 
order them by the gross, advertisers use 
them in various ways, and private indi- 
viduals with a taste for heraldry or some 
pride of ancestry keep their dies at some

The most formidable of the insect pests 
that affect the dwellers of the West 
African coast is the ''driver" ants, 
These insects move in vast armies of 
several millions, marching in a dense 
column two feet in width, at a uniform 
pace, and in a straight line.

Protecting Her trupes. 

Aithough Russia does not rank among 
the great grape growing countries of 
Europe, nevertheless fear has been 
aroused by the ravages of phylloxera in 
other sections, and the government bas 
taken the matter in band. A ukase has 
recently been issued prohibiting the im- 
portation of plants of any kind unless 
accompanied by a certificate that they 
are free from phylloxera. The penalty for 
any violation of the edict is,of the usual 
Russian severity, and will undoubtedly 
act as a deterrent to the introduction of 
the disease,—San Francisco Chronicle. 


For painting walls or other objects ex- 
posed to damp, a composition of verr 
fine iron filings and linseed oil var- 
nish is said to^be much used in Ger- 
many; and, when the object to be paint- 
ed is to undergo frequent cl:anges of 
temperature, linseed oil and amber var- 
nish are added to the first two coats. 
This paint may be applied to wood, stone 
or iron; in the case of the: latter, it is 
not-necessary to free it first from rust or 
oily matters, 


COLOR BLINDNESS. 


HOW EYESIGHT IS TESTED BY RAIL- 
ROAD PHYSICIANS. 


— 


Applicants for Positions Put Through the 
Worsted and Blackboard Exercises—Four 
Per Cent. Are Found to Be Unfit for the 
Responsible Places. 


“What color is that?" : 

The speaker was Dr. B. F. Clark, phy- 
sician of the C., H, and D. railroad, 

A tall, gangle legged man stood before 
a table on which were piled in great 
confusion several hundred skeins of dif- 
ferent colored worsteds. They were of 
every shade and hue, from pea green to 
Mazarin blue, from solferino red to 
purple, gray, cherry and brown. 

The'doctor continued: “The object of 
this test is to select the light and dark 
shades. Now, I'll go on and select them 
first,” and the doctor put all the light 
and dark shades running from pea green 
to dark green in a little pile by them- 
selves. 

The man watched him closely, and the 
greens were all thrown back into the 
epe the man began. 

*"S)on't let your hand run over the 
worsted, but let your eye do the work,” 
said the doctor, as the man began fumb- 
ling over the pile. 

The man put gray and light yellow 
and brown together. 

“That'll do,” said the doctor. 

“That man is not fit for an engineer, 
fireman, brakeman, switchman, con- 
ductor, or, in fact, any one who has use 
for signals. Heiscolor-blind. That test 
alone is sufficient for any railroad, army 
or navy. 

HIS PECULIAR WEAKNESS, 

"Now to determine what this man's 
chromatic defect is we select a pink 
skein, “ 

“If he is red blind he will pick out blues 
or violets, or both. If he should be green 
blind he will select grays and greens or 
blue greens. Sometimes, to verify the 
two previous tests, we lay out the red 
skein, and the party selects browns or 
greens in their different shades." 

“What percentage do you find, of all 
those examined, to be color blind?’ 

*About 4 per cent. are color blind. 
That is one out of every twenty-five in- 
dividuals. There are more red blind than 
any other color." 

“Itis often asked why we don't ex- 
amine the men by the lamps. It is one 
of the most difficult things to stain the 
glass regularly. When the glass is 
blown it cannot be madeall the same 
color. Then, if the glass is thicker the 
color will be darker. Again, sometimes 
the wick is turned higher, and then the 
light has a greater luminosity, while the 
other is a very dull lizht. There may be 
dust or steam over the glass, and the 
light will be darker. A dirty white flag 
to one color blind would be taken for a 
green flag, which means safety. They 
would take a dirty dark green for red, 
which means danger. This would lead 
to endless confusion.” 

“Do you believe this to be a congenital 
defect?” . 

“Yes; but it may also arise from dis- 
ease, injuries and the excessive use of 
tobacco and alcohol. In one family I 
know of four who arè color blind, two 
brothers and two sisters; in another 
family an uncle and a nephew.” 

“Da you examine for anything else?" 

“Oh, yes. Itis just as important to 
examine for vision and hearing as it is 
for color blindness. In order tomake the 
test for vision this is the programme: A 
test plate containing letters that can be 
seen at 200 feet and twenty feet, twenty 
feet being the normal eye, is placed at 
one end of the room. 

The room is darkened. The patient 
placed twenty feet distant, and then is 
requested to cover one eye while the 
other is being examined. If hesees what 
we call twenty twentieths—that is, the 
letters representing twenty feet—he has 
normal vision. Both eyes are putto this 
test—first the right, then the left. If he 
has a vision in both eyes of twenty 
fiftieths minus—that is to say, if he can’t 
see at twenty feet what he ought to see 
at fifty—he is rejected, provided glasses 
don't improve the vision. If 4 man can't 
see that big B, the large letter, which he 
ought to see at 200, at twenty feet with 
only one eye, then he has practically oniy 
one eye, and there have been several ex- 
amined who never kuew that they.could 
not see out of only one eye.” 

TESTING FOR HEARING. 

“How do you test for hearing?" 

“With my watch. The man is requir- 
ed to cover up his eyes and I place mẹ} 
watch to his ear, gradually removing it 
away until the exact distance that he 
can hear the ticking is known. He says 
*No' when he ceases to hear it. Now, 
two-thirds of all the engineers are hard 
of hearing, or, better, defective in the 
right ear, which is due to their leaning 
out of the cab window, coming in con- 
stant contact with the wind; that is to 
say, the force of the wind coming in con- 
stant contact with the drum of the ear it 
becomes affected. The constant pressure 
on the drum of the car has the effect of 
retracting it. It becomes concave. The 
range of vision is also tested. This is 
done by placing a man twelve or eight- 
een inches from a blackboard. He isre- 
quested to keep his eye directly on a 
chalk spot, which is on a level with the 
eye, the other eye being closed. Ha is 
directed to say ‘Yes’ the moment he sees 
anything movingtoward that spotfrom 
above, below, to tlie right and to the left. 
This constitutes his range of vision. If 
he has any disease or injury to the eye 
we can always map out his range of vis- 
ton, as the range is usually contracted in 
one of the four different directions. To 
illustrate, one man had a range of vision 
in the right eye, three inches to the left, 
six inches above, eight inches to the 
right andten inches below. Of course 
he was rejected, because- he could not 
see an approaching train.—Cincinnati 
Enquuc. 

Carbonic Acid Gas for Raising Vessels, 

In the account of a German establish 
ment devoted to the manufacture of car- 
bonic acid on a large scale for industrial 
purposes, recently contributed to The 
Wochenschrift des osterr Ingenieur-und 
Architekten-Vereines, reference is made 
to an experiment carried out a short 
time ago at the government dock yards 
at Kiel, with carbonic acid gas as a 
means of raising sunken vessels, In 
the trial a number of balloons made 
of canvas were attached by divers to the 
submerged object to be lifted, the bal- 
loons being readily taken below in a.col- 
lapsed state. Each balloon contained 
one or more flasks of liquid carbonic 
acid, which, at the proper time, was per- 
mitted to escape by the divers, and, in- 
flating the balloons, gave them sufficient 
buoyancy to raise theobject, Compared 
with the method of pumping atmospheric 

air:into the balloons, the carbonic acid 
process would seem to offer the advan- 
tages of cheapness and simplicity, the 
pumping outfit being di with. 
Besides this, the lifting is accomplished 
in a relatively short space of time—an 
important consideration where so unre- 
liable a factoras .he state of weather 
enters into the execution of a piece of

The Jasper Industry. 

Within two years the, jasper industry 
has been developed, and there are now 
four quarries, employing nearly 1,000 
men, in operation about Sioux Falls. 
The market extends from Chicago to 
Kansas City. Sioux Falls’ streets are 
paved with jasper, and her four story 
buildings are constructed of it. The 
stone is susceptible of a high degree of 
polish, and when finished looks much like 
the red graniteof Missouri The pioneer 
in the jasper industry discovered not long 
agothatthe dust of the jasper, which 
is half as hard as diamonds, would 
polish the famous petrified wood of Ari- 
zona, and make of it table tops and or- 
naments more beautiful than agate or 
onyx. Thepetrified wood is now brought 
from Arizona to Sioux Falls by the car- 
load, and polished in a variety of forms. 
To the jasper industry, the city has added 
the manufacture of clmlcedony. . There 
is a scientific mystery about this so called 
jasper. Practically it is all right. Its 
utility has been established, but geologi- 
cally there is no little uncertainty about 
it. Those who know the most are the 
least positivd in discussing its character. 
Some of the scientific men who have 
looked at it callitred quartzite. Pro- 
fessor Winchell says it is the hardest 
stone in the United States that has been 
used for building purposes. The grain 
is very close. The only element to which 
it succumbs is fire. It will stand a good 
degree, but crumbles like sandstone or 
limestone under too intense heat,—New 
York Telegram.

Dom Pedro supported by his family, 
received the deputation with absolute 
composure. Gen. da Fonseca was the 
spokesman.

B. & VU. Annual Earnings. 


Bartimore, Nov. 19—At the annual 
meeting of stockholders of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad Company yesterday the 
annual report for the fiscal year ended 
on September 30th, 1889, shows that the 
gross earnings in 1889 were $21,303,001, 
an increase over 1888 of $949,510. The 
expenses in 1889 were $14,810,844, an in- 
crease over 1888 of $610,283. The net 
earnings in 1889 were $6,492,157, an in- 
crease over 1888 of $339,227. The in- 
come from sources other than the opera- 
in 1889, $1,- 
265,861, an iffcrease of $58,900 over 1888. 
The company expended this vear in bet- 
terments $1,529,101, and paid $300,000 in 
dividends. 

The company’s indorsement of the 
$700,000 5 per cent first mortgage bonds 
ofthe Monongahela River railroad, as 
announced at the meeting, is highly im- 
portant move on the part of the Balti- 
more & Ohio. It means a close traffic 
agreement with the Camden syndicate, 
securing control of an immense coke 
traffic between the West’ Virginia coke 
fields and the lakes and Mississippi Riv- 
er points to the west and the eastern sea- 
board.

High License in Philadelphia. 

Observers of the effect of high license 
in Philadelphia are clearly of the opin- 
ion that although a bigh-license rate is 
good of itself, the best part of the Brooks 
law is that which gives the judges of the 
court full discretion in the granting of li- 
censes after public examination of the 
applicants an the hearing or remon- 
strances, The law has been in part nul- 
lified by the Supreme Court, which de- 
cided that the License Court had no dis- 
cretion in the granting of wholesale li- 
censes, except to ascertain that applicant 
was a citizen of the United States, tem- 
pérate, and of good moral habite. The 
result of this decision was that hun- 
dreds of rejected applicants for licenses 
were granted licenses to sell at whole- 
sale thought they would not be permit- 
ted to sell by the glass. The beneficial 
effects of the law may be judged from 
some statistics compiled by the Law and 
Order Society. In 1887, before the high 
license law went into effect, there was 
5,773 licensed saloons in the city. A ma- 
jority of them utterly disregarded the 
Sunday law. For 1888 the licenses grant- 
ed under the Brooks law numbered 1,- 
347, and this year the number was re- 
daced:to 1,203, The Sunday law and all 
other regulative lawsare strictly obeyed. 
There are probably less than a hundred 
licensed places in the whole city where 
there is secret violation of any of the 
provisions of the law, and these are be- 
ing gradually deprived of licenses. Com- 
mitments to the county prison in 1887 
for six months, June 1 to November 1, 
numbered 13,554; in 1888, for similar 
period, the number fell to 8,455, and 
rose again in 1889 to only 8,947. The 
nuniber of commitments for intoxica- 
tion in the period named were: 1887, 
8,290; 1888, 4,973; 1889, 4,528. The num- 
ber af females committed for intoxica- 
tion during three months in 1887 was 
1419; in 1888, 575; in 1889, 573. There 
few saloons in the city 
where women ean in tbeir own person 
obtain liquor. Woman's saloons have 
been practically wiped out of existence. 
Monday coinmitments for Sunday intoxi- 
cation show a remarkable decline. The 
numbers are: For 1886, 1,008; for 1887, 
679; for 1888, 194; for 1889, 266. 

The daily average of inmates of the 
House of Correction from June lst to 
November Ist bas been for 1888, males 
607, females 233—total, 840; for 1889, 
males, 623, females 194—total, 817. The 
total number of commitments for the 
three months was in 1887, 2,663; in- 1888, 
1,816, in 1889, 1,984. There is no doubt 
thatthe showing for 1889 would have 
been better but for the decision of the 
Supreme Court, which opened up a great 
number of barrel shops.— Balto. Sun.

PREVENTION AND CURE. 


The Relative importance of the Physician 
and the Plumber. 

The question, **Does the plumber have 

-the same confidence reposed in^him as 
the family physician?" has been dis- 
cussed, and some interesting points are 
given in The Sanitary News. This ques- 
tion, of course, relates to the profession 
of each and not to personalities or the 
character of each as men. The facts in 
the case must be presented and viewed 
as they exist. The practice of medicine 
is old, that of sanitary science compara- 
tively young. Preventive medicine has 
not vet established its claim in all the 
habitations of men, while the practice of 
medicine—the art of curing disease—is 
coeval with man's history.  So.the 
plumber, as a sanitary agent, is new 
compared with the physician as a healer 
of disease. It is quite natural that our 
confidence is more thoroughly establish- 
ed inanold profession than in a new 
one. Besides, new ideas and new claims 
for old ideas grow slowly into common 
favor. 

There are many who will express be- 
lief ina new thing tardily just because 
it is new. There are tribes still existing 
in which civilization has not succeeded 
in replacing the ignorant sorcerer with 

«the intelligent and learned physician. 
Houses right in our midst are built with 
utter disregard for all sanitary condi- 
tions, and the idea of constructing a 
building in conformity with even the 
simplest rules of hygiene is laughed at. 
Plumbing is, in many places, looked 
upon asa convenience and not as a ne- 
cessity in the promotion of good health. 
The physician has grown into an age 
educated up to a proper consideration of 
his services. There are other facts to be 
regarded. When people fall ill they 
know it When they are well they do 
not think of conditions apt to bring dis- 
ease. When they are sick they desire to 
get well, or their fear of death leads 
them to secure the services of a phy- 
sician. When they are well they have 
no such desire or such fear. They do not 
take time to think of a possibility of in- 
viting disease,and never takethe pre- 
caution to have any one remove unsani- 
tary conditions. In sickness the physician 
isa necessity. In health the plumber is 
considered a convenience, Here is where 
education is needed—the kind of educa- 
tion that will instructin the principles 
of good health and the means of secur-. 
ins healthful conditions. It is one of the 
duties now before plumbers, and a part 
—and an important part—of every sani- 
tarian and health officer in the country 
who wishes to advancethe cause of sani- 
tation In a material and substantial way. 

The question relates most clearly and 
directly to the subject of sanitation. 
Were one to take froni the physician his 
medicine chest and leave him equipped 
as the sanitarian he would hold the same 
relation to the public as the plumber 
does. His counsels and advice would be 
held in about the same light ns the sani- 
tarr services of the plumber now are. 
Narrowed down to the actual point of 
jiiTerences we would find that the medi- 
ine of the physician and not so particu- 
larly the physician is the main object 
in which the confidence is placed. We 
would not destroy or weaken this con- 
fidence, but we feel that if wecaninany 
way aid the public in placing the same 
contidence in the agencies that prevent 
di- es as they do in those that cure 
then we will-be gendering them the 
greatest service it is possible to give. It 
is as proper and profitable to consult the 
plumber in his capacity before disease 
inakes its appearance as it is to consult 
the physician afterward. The one, in 

the province of the plumber, means the 
prevention of disease, the other, cur- 
ing it. 

Peculilarities of Water Gas. 4 

It should be understood that water gas 
by itself possesses no illuminating power, 
but gives a non-luminous flame of a 

light blue color. To use water gas as an 
illuminating agent, advantage is taken 
of the fact that its flame is 2,772 degs. 
Fahrenheit hotter than the hottest flame 
of coal gas. Over the almost non-lumi- 
nous flame is inserted a comb, consisting 
of calcined magnesia (not magnesium, as 
has been erroneously stated). This is 
rendered incandescent, and emits bril- 
liant white light, almost as intense as an 

electric incandescent lamp, but far more 
agreeable, as the illuminating surface is 
much larger, and consequently there is 
less irritation to the retina. These 
“combs” must be changed every 100 
hours (they cost one and one-half pence 
each), as itis found that they gradually 
diminish in their power of incandescence. 
—New York Telegram.

RETAIL LÍFE INSURANCE. 


A BRANCH OF THE BUSINESS GROW- 
ING IN POPULARITY. 


Policies Taken, Out on Infaste—How the 
Plan Works—Agitation in England About 
Its Wisdom—tIts Extent in the United 
States. - 

The branch of life insurance known as 


industrial’ insurance is comparatively 


new in this country, but it has already 
assumed large proportions. One coms 
pany in this city has alone nearly 1,700,- 
000 policies outstanding, the amounts 
aggregating not far from $200,000,000. 

Industrial insurance is practically in- 
surance sold at retail; hence, of course, 
the rate of premium is higher than in 
the regular line, But as the premiums, 
ranging from five to fifty cents, are pay- 
able weekly, it enables persons of limited 
means to provide themselves with insut- 
ance, which otherwise they would be 
unable to do. The necessity of regularly 
laying aside the necessary sum to meet 
the payments as called for, tends to in- 
culcate habits of economy and thrift ina 
class too largely improvident. On the 
average the agent has to call for premi- 
ums but once a fortnight, as many of the 
policy holders pay two or more weeks in 
advance. The amount of insurance 
limited by different ages. Under 16 years 
payments of not over twenty cents per 
week will be received; this can be in- 
creased five cents per week for every 
year till the 21st year, when the max- 
imum amount of insurance allowed 
under this form of policy is reached, viz., 
$930, at a weekly premium of fifty cents. 

But the feature of the iridustrial busi- 
ness that has excited the most comment 
has been the insurance of children. Op- 
position has been excited in some quar- 
ters against the system on the ground 
that the insurance of children furnished 
a temptation to infanticide. In the sev- 
eral official investigations that have taken 
place not only was this entirely dis- 
proved, but it was shown that the per- 
centage of mortality aniong insured chil- 
dren was less than the average. The 
charge of inducing infanticide was first 
preferred in England in 1851, and a par- 
liamentary committee after three years 
of investigation reported that no neces- 
sity for legislation existed. Twenty 
years: later the agitation was revived, 
when Thomas Bond Sprague, president 
of the British Institute of “Actuaries, 
proved conclusively that these suspicions 
were unfounded. In Liverpool instead 
of the mortality of insured children ex- 
ceeding the general child mortality it 
was greatly less, and the same held true 
of other towns. 

In a report in 1876 of the Prudential, 
of London, the largest industrial com- 
pany in the world, it is stated that the 
experience of the company for twenty- 
five years completely negatives the idea 
that malfeasance is practiced. The 
charge has no existence among even the 
squalid populations of London, Liver- 
pool and Birmingham. A committee of 
the Pennsylvania legislature  unani- 
mously refused to report a bill to restrict 
the insuring of persons under 16 years of 


age. 

Mr. T. C. Dewey, of the Prudential, of 
London, testified before a committee in- 
vestigating this subject in Great Britain, 
that the company had upward of 8,000,- 
000 industrial policies in force, the aver- 
age duration of which exceeded six 
years. Of these 28 per cent. were upon 
the lives of children under 10 years of 
age. Great precautions were taken 
against sickly lives being insured. Sta- 
tistics were given showing the extent of 
the insurance of children. At the last 
census there were 6,600,000 children 
under 10 years of age in England and 
Wales. Reducing this number 25 per 
cent., about the basis adopted to decide 
on school board accommodations, there 
would remain a possible 5,000,000 of in- 
surable children under 10 years of age. 
Of these 4,000,000, or four out of five, 
were insured in some form.

Thus far a uniform charge of five cents 
per week on a policy written in the year 
preceding the child's second birthday, 
after three months and less than one year 
had elapsed $15 would be payable at 
death. Afteri year $17, after 2 years 
$20, after 5 years $35 and after 11 years 
when the child would be 13 years of age, 
$115. 

This is the maximum amount, at five 
cents per week, and will continue at that 
amount through life. It may be increased 
proportionately by large payments, but 
under the age of 6 years no higher pre- 
mium than ten cents will be taken nor 
more than twenty cents under 12 years. 
Thetwo largest American companies pay 
no claim till the policy has run three 
months, the others grant a fractional 
amountthe first quarter. All companies 
limit the amount of insurance a child car 
carry, and if policies are written in more 
than one company, and the sums of all 
the premiums paid exceed the above lim- 
itsof asingle company, the policies are 
void. At death a proof of loss isrequired 
from a physician giving full details of 
sickness'or else a certificate from the 
coroner.% Death claims to the number of 
9,944 on- children under the age of 13 
were páid in the United States during 
1888. 

The business appears to be carefully 
conducted and hedged round with essen- 
tial restrictions and safeguards. The 
testimony of statistics would tend to 
show that infant insurance accomplishes 
a good work without greater moral haz- 
ard ta the community than other forms 
of life insurance may induce.—New York 
News. 

Making Land in Thick Weather. 

By all odds fog is the sailor's bitterest 
and most dreaded enemy. The expe- 
rience of a ship captain trying to 
make a landfall after several days of 
thick weather is very trying He has 
no opportunity of taking an observa 
tion. Every day he has brought his sex- 
tant on deck as the hour of noon ap- 
proached in the vain hope of “shooting 
the sun,” as Jack irreverently calls it. 
Every day he has been doomed to dis 
appointment. Heis then compelled to 
rely upon dead reckoning alone, and 
dead reckoning is very apt to prove de 
ceptive. What with careless helmsmen, 
the unknown set of ocean currents, and, 
in iron ships, some unexpected deviation 
of the compass, the supposed course is 
often far different from the real angle 
the ship's. keel makes through the water. 

On such an occasion frequent sound- 
ing with the lead is the sailor's only 
safeguard. There is no operation more 
heartily hated on shipboard than heav- 
ing the old fashioned deep sea lead. 

For sounding in shallow water the 
hand lead is still used all over the world, 
nor does it seem likely that it will be 
superseded. A sailor goes into the 
chains, and securing himself in a can- 
vas belt takes hold of the end of the 
lead line, and, whirling it above his 
head until it has acquired sufficient ve- 
locity, lets it go. If the lead reaches 
bottom he sings out: "By the mark, 
seven," or, “By the deep, six,” as the 
caso may be.—New York Hera!i.

Mr. Gladstone writes thus on the sub- 
ject of pork chops in Nineteenth Cen- 
tury: Although the question respecting 
the keeping of swine and the useof pork 
is by no means disposed of, either by the 
authorities quoted in the text or by Wil- 
kinson, 1 venture at this stage to offer 
the following conjectures as somewhat 
probable in themselves and not inconsis- 
tent with the evidence as a whole: 1 
That in the warm climates of Egypt and 
Phoenicia the use of pork was, on sani- 
tary grounds, repressed by prchibitions 
or restricted to particular occasions. 2. 
That the great thrift resulting from the 
rearing and consumption of the animal 
may have kept the practice extensively 
alive, notwithstanding restrictive laws, 
especially among the classes to whom 
thrift was an importantobject. 3 That 
as the pig is useless to man during life, 
it is very difficult to account for its being 
bred and kept, as it evidently was, ex- 
cept upon the supposition that it was 
wanted for food. 4. Thatif the animal 
as Homesticated was brought into Greece 
by Pheenician ships, its consumption for 
food may have spread there, in a cooler 
climate and a society free from sumptu- 
ary restraints, and yet in Homer's day 
may not have wholly ceased to be a dis 
tinct mark of southeastern origin and 
associations. 6. That the sialos, the 
carefully and delicately fatted pig. was 
served as a luxury at the tables of the 
rich, while the use of common pork was 
reserved, as in the cottage of Eumaios, 
for the poorer class Such is the evi- 
dence of the “Odyssey.”

A Romantic Incident in the Life of Capt. 
Henry Frangel. . 

The serious illness of Police Capt. 

Frangel recalls an incident in his life 
which his intimates hzge never forgot- `a 
ten. It is a bit of romance which he 
found much satisfaction in recounting. 
Capt. Frangel was born in Bavaria and 
educated liberally by his parents, who 
intended him for the ministry. His in- 
clination was not for a re&zious calling, 
however, and to find a vocation suited to 
his capacity and inclination he emigrated 
to America. Capt. Frangel was a very 
young man when he arrived in St. Louis.

upon, and without orders fired in every 
and all directions. The principal fire 
was directed at the recorder's court for 
some unexplained reason. The fire was 
at such short range that windows were 
shattered and brick walls pierced. For 
years the buildings showed signs of this 
attack. Other balls went as far as Sev- 
enth and Washington avenue, where 
they lodged in the buildings. 

Three of the bullets that entered the 
recorder's court room struck Capt. Fran- 
gel Two passed through his body and 
one through his legs. Though supposed 
to be fatally wounded, he was taken to 
the hospital and carefully treated by the 
physicians in charge. He was engaged 
to be married, and the ceremony was to 
be perforibed in a few weeks. The 
wounded man's fiancee, on hearing of his 
in@ry, hastened to the hospital, where ` 
she took her place at his bedside and re- 
mained tenderly caring for him until his. 
recovery. At first it was thought .he 
could not recover, and after a few days 
his recovery was said to be impossible, 
Then ther were married, the nurse and 
the dying man. Mrs, Frangel was a 
most ittentive nurse, and under her 
ministrations her husband recovered, 
His cure was thought by the doctors to 
be almost miraculous,—St. Louis Post-

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Warmth and Coldness of Clothing, 


Clothing possesses no warmth in itself, = 


but, as it is more or less a poor conduc. 
tor of heat, it prevents the escape of the 
bodily warmth. Woolen fabrics contain 
a large quantity of air entangled in their 
meshes which, being a poor conductor 
of heat, adds considerably to the warmth 
of clothing made from them. In hot 
weather we wear light cotton or linen 
clothing so as toallow as much of the 
bodily heat to escape as possible. There 
is a prejudice in favor of light colored 
clothing for summer wear, but it is hard. 
ly based on scientifio grounds. Dark 
colored cloth is the best radiator, allow- 
ing the bodily heat to escape freely, 
while white clothing absorbs less of the 
heat radiated directly from the sun, 
Therefore, to dress scientifically in sum- 
mer one sould wear dark clothing in the 
shade and light clothing when exposed

Scientific men after deyot- 
ing vears and years to the patient study 
of the relations of disease to its environ- 
ments, at last established, beyond all 
controversy, the fact, not only that cer- 
tain diseases would inevitably be pro- 
duced by certain environments, but that 
most of those environments were easily 
eradicable. However we may shut our 
eyes and ears to such a fact, certainly 
that fact has been established by 
scientific men and it must stand. And 
so year after year the results of all 
such studies were gratuitously given 
th the world, in all paris at least 
of Christendom. But, as a matter of 
course, the point of difficulty wasto force 
such a fact upon the minds of men, How 
many men havesufficient interest in such 
subjects to stnd$ them. Tell men here in 
our climate, that cess-pools placed near 
wells for drinking purposes are fruit- 
ful sources of typhoid fever, and how 
many are there who wil heed the ad- 
vice until typhoid fever actually shows 
itself. And the great question for a long 

time was unanswered—How can men 
be brought to recognize the importance 
of what science has reyealed? And so, 
althongh Sanitary Science had thrown a 
wonderful flood of light upon the path 
of civilization it was found the great 
Jass of men could never be brought to 
regard the light or the importance of 
what it bad revealed.

of sanitary sciencé, that governments 
have-been obliged to step in and put 
policemen over them to save them 
against themselves. That has been the 
simple history of this whole matter of 
sanitation as now practiced in the civili- 
zed world. In the interests then of this 
community and in behalfof this whole 
people of Salisbury, we respectfully ask 
the attention of the municipal authori- 
ties to the letter of fhe Secretary of the 
State Board of Health on the subject of 
Cemeteries and Sanitation. 


A Proposed Remedy for Divorce. 


The Hon. Edward J. Phelps, ex-Minis- 
ter to England and Lecturer on Law at 
Yale, has turned his attention to the 
subject of Divorce in the United States, 
with an effort to discover a practical 
means of lessening the evil. How great 
that evil is may be seen at a glance from 
the fact that during the last twenty years 
more that 500,000 divorces have been 
granted, whereas, during’ the preceding 
twenty years, only a few morethan 325,- 
000 were granted. This rapid increase is 
the main fact which has directed the at- 
tention both of social and legal reformers 
to the subject, Mr. Phelps treats it. from 
a practical, legal point of view, and con- 
siders thé means whereby the law may 
be best used as a preventive. 

A uniform divorce law in all the States 
he regards as impossible ever to obtain, 
and his view of the Federal Constitution, 
is that it would be illegal for the United 
States to enact a law on this subject, this 

- being s matter which falls within State 
' jurisdiction. He addresses himself, there- 
fore, to State laws; and, after a discussion 
ofthe main festures of all these laws, 
reaches the conclusion that the remedy 
will be found in a prohibition of marriage 
by either divorced party so long as the 
other lives. He shows historically, that 
it is the liberty to murry again that hss 
caused such an increase in divorces; and 
he concludes that it is the desire for 
another marrisge alliance that is the 
main cause of most separations between 
husbands and wives. Mr. Phelps con- 
` tributes this stady of fhe subject to The 
Forum, and it appears in the December 
number. -

ty, $135,00, amount, D, W. Perdue, col- 
lector was allowed list of insolvencies 
for 1886 and 1887.

TAKING THE OATH OF OFFICE. 


Out with the Old and in withthe New. 
“Man Continueth Not in One State." 


Thegommissions of the officiala who 
were chosen at the late election in Wi- 
comico county were received by the 


Clerk of the Circuit Court last Saturday, 


signed by the Governor. Having been 
duly notified, the new officers met at the 
Court House Tuesday and Dr. Slemons 
administered the oath of office. 

The new board of commissioners was 
the first to assume the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of public life, and at two 
o'clock in the afternoon, armed with their 
credentials, they visited in a body the 
commissioners room where íhe old 
board was in session, and took  up:the 
sceptre so gracefully laid down by the re- 
tiring custodians of the county. The in- 
coming officials, consisting of Mesers. J. 
Oscar Freeny, Albert W, Robinson, Wil- 
mer M. Johnson, Isaac S. Bennett and 
Lemuel B. Brittingham, organized by 
selecting Mr. Freeny for president, and 
appointing Mr. Daniel J. Holloway, 
whose past efficient service to the coun- 
ty in that capacity has made him almost 
indispensable, secretary and treasurer. 

The new boarilis composed of active 
young men of good judgment, familiar 
with the needs ofthe people and alive to 
the necessity of economic goyernment. 

THEIR PREDECESSORS. 

Of thelr predecessors it may be said 
that they have discharged the duties of 
office in an entirely satisfactory manner 
and their actions have marked them as 
being an exceptionably able body. ; 

The first-half of their two years’ service 
was not remarkable for any unusual de- 
mand for the expenditure of the public 
funds, but the year now closing presents 
a condition that has not had a parallel in 
all the history of the county. Heavy 
and incessant rains have nevessitated 
very large assessments on the treasury to 
be devoted to the maintenance of our 
roads. Other improvements in the town 
and county have been judiciously made, 
and, besides, $5,000 was levied to assist in 
putting the county on a cash basis. This 
last act was not the arbitrary legislation 
of a set of dictatorial officials, but was 
done in accordance with tbe expressed 
wish of many of the largest taxpayers of 
the county. The suggestion met the ap- 
probation of the board and was acted 
upon accordingly. They can retire with 
the consciousness of having served their 
county well.

Mr. James M. Jones also took the oath 
of office, and assnmed the duties of sher- 
iff. He succeeds Mr. White and no 
donbt will make the people a trusted 
and valiant servant.

A Noisy Aurora Borealis. 

John E! McGrath, in charge of one of 
the surveying expeditions to locate the 
boundary line between Alaska and Brit- 
ish Columbia, has written to the superin- 
tendent of the coast survey giving an 
account of his operations since his ar- 
rival in Alaska. The letter is dated 
thirty ‘miles above Charley's Village, 
Aug. 18. The party had reached that 
point after some little annoyance and de- 
lays. They had observed several bril- 
liant displays of aurora borealis, one of 
which was interesting because of its be- 
ing atyended by a noise, an unusual phe- 
nomenon.

A uniform 
and moderate charge of fifty francs is 
mde, this including the right of depos- 
iting the ashes in a columbarium which 
will shortly be built by the city of Paris,

— TALE OF WOE. 
‘Wonderful Escapo From Death by Starva- 

"on of Two Adventurers. 

The British Columbia mail today brings 
the following terrible tale of starvation 
inthe Yukon district, which is clipped 
from the Vitoria Times: ‘Chilcott, 
Alaska, Oct. 1.—Three detachments of 
men have returned this fall from Yukon. 
The second brought word that they 
passed a boat lying on the beach with no 
one to be found near it, but it was 
thought to. belong to four men who 
started from Forty Mile Creek to come 
out on July 6. It was known that they 
had but a small supply of food with 
them, and it was supposed they had taken 
to the woods in search of game. Thus it 
proved to be, and yesterday twomen 
tottered down the mountain side to this 
place, whose emaciated faces amd trem- 
bling limbs showed that they had sur- 
vived an experience tirat few men would 
have lived through. One of them was J. 
W. Sperry, of Portland, Ore. Heis fifty 
years of age, with hair as white as the 
driven snow. The other man, R. C. Rose, 
also from Portland, is twenty years 
younger, and this youth alone saved 
Sperry from filling an unmarked grave 
in the valley of the Yukon. 

‘Three weeks after starting on their 
homeward journey, their Supply of pro- 
visions was entirely exhausted, and they 
Boon became so weak that they could 
not pull their boat, which they finally 
abandoned, and took to the hills in 
search of game. Occasionally a squirrel 
was shot and quickly eaten by the men, 
who were now ravenous, and wild ber- 
ries became their only means of subsis- 
tence. Their trail was followed by 
clouds of mosquitos and flies, that lit 
upon them inswarms, and which they 
had to fight continually, and their faces 
and hands soon became raw and bleed- 
ing sores. In their weakened condition, 
Ingram and F. C. Young, from Ban 
Diego, Cal., others of the party, were 
unable to fight off the pests, which 
preyed upon their eyelids until they be- 
came s0 inflamed that they lost all pow- 
ertoopenor close them, and they be- 
came totally blind. 

“The dread of death by starvation and 
fear of being hopelessly lost in that 
strange country soon told upon the 
minds of these two, and Ingram repeat- 
edly begged his companions to shoot him. 
Finally he lay down, refusing to move, 
and when his companions saw he was 
about gone they left him, almost drag- 
ging Young along. Thenext day Young 
succumbed, a victim to starvation and 
the torments of pests which swarmed 
about them day and night. They left 
him lying upon the ground to die, how 
far from where the foot of man has ever 
trod they do not know. 

“Another day brought them to some 
dried salmon caught by Indians for 
winter use, and they were now able to 
retrace their steps to the boat, and soon 
& party of Indians came along from 
whom they obtained food enough to en- 
able them to reach the first white settle- 
ment thisside of the Yukon. On their 
way back to the boat they came to the 
spot where Ingram was left, but found 
the mosquitos and fliessinging a requiem 
over their comrade. He was left with 
but a stone to mark his resting place, 
and his blanket and a few branches of 
hemlock spread over him for a shroud. 
They could not find where Young was, 
but they are satisfied that strength or 
reason never returned sufficient to allow 
him to move from the spot. 

“On their way out the party discovered 
a ledge having a clearly defined vein of 
rich ore, showing free gold, and at its 
base found liberal quantities of gold in 
every pan. Location notices were hur- 
riedly put up, and the anticipation of 
rich results in another year, when they 
all hoped to return, buoyed up their 
spirits for a time and spurred them on 
to renewed efforts to escape their im- 
pending doom. The pangs of hunger 
soon destroyed all hopes of future riches, 
and their only thought was for some- 
thing to eat. Notwithstanding their 
terrible experience the two survivors in- 
tend to return to the Yukon the coming 
spring.” 

British Columbia advices say that the 
steamer George W. Elder has arrived at 
Victoria on het way down from Alaska, 
with several Yukon miners on board. 
The miners complain bitterly of the pro- 
visions sold to them, upon which they 
have entirely to depend, by the Alaska 
Gemmercial company. The miners say 
that they were obliged to take eighty 
pounds of putrid bacon, as it was all they 
could get. Out of the lot they could 
only use four pounds. 

Another party driven by hunger were 
obliged to eat it with the result that four 
of them died. The prices asked are 
enormous, yet the miners had to submit 
and pay what was asked or starve to 
death. They say they had one or two 
alternatives, either to go without the 
provisions offered for sale by the Alaska 
company and starve, or to purchase 
them and run. the chance of being poi- 
soned to death.—Ottawa (Ont.) Dispatch 
in Louisville Courier-Journal. ; 


Catching Fish by Electricity. * 


A Chicago electrician has completed a. 


device for catching fish by electricity. 
There isa small apparatus attached to 
the hook at the end of the fish line. 
From this apparatus one electric wire 

to the bottom of the water while 
the other leads to the point of the hook, 
where the bait is attached. As soon as 
the fish, attracted by the bait, comes 
close enough, he receives an electric 
shock, which either kills him immedi- 
ately or else stuns him, and brings him 
to the surface.—Chicago Letter. 


The Money Yield of Fruit Trees. 

Two Chickasaw plum trees, growing 
so closely together that their branches 
intertwine as if they were one tree, the 
two covering a space of about 500 square 
feet, frequently pay $10 in a season, 
which would be at the rate of over $900 
per acre. A pear tree near by yields ten 
bushels in a*good season, and $1 per 
bushel is notan unusual price. Three 
early apple trees this season gave over 
fifty bushels, which sold at from eighty 
cents to $1.20 per bushel.—American 
Agriculturist.

There has been so much romancing 
about the hysterical grief of King Alex- 
ander “at not being allowed to see his 
mother" that it becomes necessary to re- 
call that the king is not a mere child, 
but a full grown boy of 18, and, indeed, 
Bo precociously developed that he looks 
as English boys do at 15. He is of a 
calm disposition, bears himself with dig- 
nify, and would certainly never ask any 
favor of his tutor, Dr. Dokitch, or of one 
of the regents with crying or wripging 
of hands. Had he manifested any strong 
desire to see his mother his wishes would 
have been granted, but from first to last 
the boy has been in complete understand- 
ing with his father. He is very fond of 
his father, adatt which many who affect 
to pity him leave altogether out of reck- 
oning.
